1.200  United  .States  soldiers  to  maintain 
order  and  prevent  prisoners  from  es- 
caping during  a  fire  which  destroyed 
four  bulldinb's  of  the  federal  military 
prison    today. 

All  the  800  prisoners  were  marclied 
out  of  their  cell  houses  when  It  seemed 
that  the  whole  prison  would  be  de- 
stroved  and  were  held  under  heavy 
mlliturv  Kuard.  until  the  fire  was  un- 
der control.  Then  after  some  of  the 
cell  houses  had  cooled  sufficiently  they 
were  marched  back.  ,    .    ,  •  , 

The  fire  was  discovered  before  mid- 
nlKl't  t»v  a  sentrv,  who  fired  his  pistol. 
The  fire  tail  was  sounded  and  the  en- 
tire Karrist.n  at  Fort  Leavenworth 
turned  out.  The  Thirt^-enth  infantry 
was    thrown    around    the    prison. 

The  fire,  which  probably  started  in 
the  prison  tailor  shop,  gained  rapid 
headway  against  the  prison  guard 
working  witli  buckets  and  small  hose^ 
The  fire  department  of  I.,eavenworth 
answered  an  emergency  call  and  join- 
ed forces  with  the  soldiers  in  a  Imttle 
against  the  flames.  The  fire  was  con-

SAYS  TOBACCO  NEEDS  PROTECTION 
BECAUSE  IT  IS  PREY  OF  A  TRUST 
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Washington,  April  1, — The  govern- 
ment is  preparing  to  ask  the  supreme 
court  to  decide  whether  appeals  may 
be  taken  from  slate  courts  lo  the 
United  States  circuit  courts  of  appeal. 
The  (iuestion  is  raised  in  the  ease  of 
Anton  Hansen  Haug,  a  subject  of  the 
king  of  Norway,  which  was  docketed 
today  in  the  supreme  court.  Haug 
filed  a  petition  for  naturalization  In  the 
superior  court  of  Kings  county,  Wash- 
ington. The  government  Intervened 
that,  as  Haug  was  an  alien,  papers 
could  not  be  issued  to  him.  The 
Kings  eountv  court  denied  a  motion  to 
this  effect,  whereupon  the  United  .states 
district  attorney  presented  to  that 
court  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  error 
to  the  United  .^tates  circuit  court  of 
appeals  on  the  ground  that  the  case  In- 
volved   a     federal     statute. 

The   petition    was   granted,   but   with- 
out    deciding     the    case,     the     court     of 
appeals   certified   a   question    to   the   su- 
preme  court,    in    which   that   court    was 
asked     whether     the     federal     court     of 
appeals    has    jurisdiction    to    review    an 
order  of  a  state  court  in   a  naturaliza- 
;  tion    case.

Basement 


It  is  expected  ti.at  the  municipal 
ft.urt  will  be  located  In  its  new  quar- 
ters in  tiie  McDonald  buildint?,  next 
the  police  station,  corner  ot  Second  ave- 
nue east  and  Superior  street,  by  next 
Monday    morning. 

It  was  expected  the  moving  would  be 
completed  by  April  1,  but  it  took 
longer  to  finish  the  new  structure  than 
was  originally  figured  on.  The  work 
of  removal  will  be  begun  Saturday  aft- 
ernoon, and  will  be  finished  by  Sunday 
evening.  Kverytliing  .should  be  ready 
for  ilw  opening  of  court  In  the  new 
building  Monday   nmrnlng. 

The  n.uiilcipal  court,  judges'  officea. 
clerks  ami  jury  rooms,  will  oct  upy  the 
entire  second  tloor  of  the  structure- 
The  rooms  are  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated.  They  will  be  a  vast  im- 
provement over  the  old  <:uarters  in  the 
ba.semeiit  of  the  «ity  hali.  A  door  will 
connect  tlie  judice  station  with  the 
court  rooin.s,  makinK  it  an  ea.xy  matter 
to  take  prisoners  from  the  jail  to  the 
court  rooms  without  going  out  of 
doors  .something  which  could  not  bo 
done  with   the  court   in   the  <lyt   hall. 

The  plan  Ik  to  have  the  basement  of 
the  cit>  hall  occupied  by  the  health 
dejiartment.  At  the  present  time  this 
d<-i.ariment  occupies  one  small  room  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  city  hall,  and  i.« 
cramped  for  space.  The  vacation  of 
this  room  will  make  it  available  for 
some  other  purpc.sf.

I  ^-Judge  Temple- 
ton  of  the  district  court  has  handed 
down  one  of  flicf^nost  Jini»ortant  do- 
cisions  that  have  cwxue  within  the

As  treasurer  of  the  elevator  com- 
pany and  cashier  of  the  bank,  Hamp- 
stead  appropriated  money  whlcli  he 
secured  for  his  own  use,  but  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  deposited  the  money 
he  secured  from  tlie  elevator  com- 
pany in  the  bank,  and  as  an  agent  of 
the  bank,  embexzled  the  money.  Judge 
Templeton  decided  the  case  In  favor 
of  tlie  plaintiff  elevator  rompany  and 
ordered  judgment  to  the  amount  of

Ago. 

The  reiioits  from  tha  regular  and 
display  stations  of  the  weather  bu- 
reau indicate  thai  Hie  ice  fields  have 
decreased  in  extent  over  Western  .Su- 
perior. .\  lew  sinall  fields  are  report- 
ed over  ilie  central  jiuriion.  Over  the 
eastern  portion  the  Helds  have  moved 
off  from  the  siiore  Atf  Grand  Maials. 
but  extend  beyond  vfiuJon  at  Wiiitetish

Ill  St.  Mary's  river. "the  current  has 
cut  some  holes  In  the  ice,  otherwise 
the  conditions  are  unchanged.  There 
has  been  a  slight  decrea.>--e  in  the  thick- 
ness tif  ice  in  Greeuj^  bay.  In  Michi- 
gan no  fields  are  reported  south  of 
Heaver  hsland.  At  the  straits  tlie  ice 
is  firm  and  twenty  inches  in  thickness. 
.\t  the  east  end  the  ice  has  moved 
out  into  Lake  Huron  from  the  east  end 
of  IJois  Hlanc  islaniL  There  is  a  de- 
(itled  decrease  in  the  'fleld  ice  in  Lake 
Huron,  no  Ice  reported  south  of  the 
islands    except    off    Point    aux    Banjues. 

The  St.  Clalr  river  is  reported  open 
and  most  of  the  ice  has  run  out  of 
Lake  St.  Clair.  In  Lake  Krie  no  ice 
is  reported  over  the  western  portion, 
the  ice  about  the  islands  having  dis- 
appeared during  the  week.  Over  the 
eastern  fiortion  from  .\.shtabula  liarbor 
eastward  to  Kuffalo  the  fields  have 
been  broken  up  ami  are  decreasing  in 
extent.  Much  more  open  water  is  now 
visible. 

In  Ontario  the  ice  is  confined  to  the 
extreme  eastern  portion  and  the  har- 
bors are  reported  open  as  far  east  as 
Oswego.  In     comparison     Mlth     same 

period  last  season,  there  Is  less  ice  re- 
ported in  all  lakes  except  Krle.  Over 
l':astern  Krb«  the  field  is  more  exten- 
sive, but  of  lighter  Ice.  The  ice  is 
heavier  in  the  St.  Mary's  river.  Green 
bay  and  al  the  Straits  of  Mackinac. 
There  has  been  .u  djfcrease  In  thick- 
ness of  ice  in  the  harbors  of  from  one 
lo  three  inches  durinf  the  week.

OF  TEACHERS 

Much  Discussed  Problem 

Will  Again  Come 

Before  Board. 

Committee  Appointed  to 
Investigate  Will  Make 
Its  Report. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  school  board 
to  be  held  tomorrow  evening  it  is  like- 
ly that  liic  matter  of  raising  the  wages 
of  the  city  teachers  w'll  be  brouglit 
up    and    thorougiily   discussed. 

While  It  is  improbable  that  the  com- 
mittee, which  was  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  to  look  Into  the  matter, 
will  make  any  definite  recoiniueiida- 
tion  to  the  board,  the  members  will 
tell  what  they  have  found  as  a  result 
of  their  study  of  the  f]uestion  during 
the  past  month.  The  committee  has 
held  several  meetings,  and  the  subject 
has  been  thoroughly  gone  over  from 
beginning    to    end. 

the  salaries  of  the  I>uluth  teachers 
liav  been  compared  witli  the  salaries 
of  the  teachers  of  otiier  cities,  and  U 
has  been  found  that,  while  they  aver- 
age about  the  same  as  most  cities,  the 
cost  of  living  Is  greater  in  Dululh. 
Mlnneaptdis  is  far  ahead  of  Dulutli  m 
the  matter  of  salaries,  according  to 
those  on  the  committee,  who  have 
looked  the  matter  up.  St.  Paul  pays 
about  the  same,  and  the  range,  as  a 
whole,  is  on  an  e«iual  footing  witli  I'u- 
luth.  They  do,  however,  pay  largt-r 
salaries  in  some  instances,  and  it  is 
found  that  every  ont:e  In  a  while  the 
range  draws  a  good  teacher  from  the 
Duluth  schools  for  work  In  certain 
grades.

At  11:15.  two  hours  after  its  first  ap- 
pearance here  the  airship  was  over 
Frey.s«»lng.  It  is  manned  by  Capt.  Zep- 
pelin. Maj.  Sperling,  several  officers  of 
the  engineer  corps  and  a  crew  ol 
soldiers-  from  the  balloon  battalion  of 
the  German  army.  The  departure  took 
place  at  4:05  from  Friedrichsliafeii. 
It  was  .still  dark  and  the  weather  was 
dull.  The  wind  was  strong  and  con- 
trary. The  ship  jmssed  over  I-rlednch- 
shafen  at  an  altitude  of  1,000  feet  at 
moderate  speed  and  turned  in  the 
direction  of  Munich.  Ravensburg. 
Aulenburg,  Krbach,  Biebrat-h  and 
Augsburg,  points  between  Frledrichs 
hafen  and  Mtmich.  were  brilllantl\ 
lighted  by  electricity  in  order  to  .^how 
the  aeri.'.l  navigators  the  direction  m 
which   they   wanted  to  travel. 

When  the  airship  was  sighted  short- 
ly beforf  9  o'clock  approaching  Muntcfi 
the  chu.-ch  bells  of  the  city  rang  out 
in  peal-s  of  welcome  and  a  cannon 
fired  a  salute.  As  the  ship  drew  nearer 
the  whirr  of  the  motors  could  \>e.  heard 
on  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  vessel 
made  its  way  to  a  point  over  the  ex- 
position grounds  and  descended  to 
within  :?00  feet.  Thousands  of  people 
had  gathered  on  the  grounds  and  the 
maneuver  was  greeted  with  an  out- 
burst of  cheering.  The  prince  regent 
of  Bavaria  was  present  and  salutt.l 
Count  Zeppelin,  who  stood  on  the 
bridge.

Police  at  Last  Succeed 

in  Convicting  Madame 

Gain. 

Madame  Mary  Gain,  proprietress  of 
the  Clifton  hotel  on  West  First  street, 
was  found  guilty.  bef(.re  Judge  Win- 
dom  In  municipal  court  yesterday,  of 
conducting  a  house  of  ill  fame.  A  stay 
of  sentence  was  granted  until  May  1. 
to  allow  the  taking  of  an  appeal  to  the 
district  court,  or  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial. 

Attorney  M.  H.  McMahon,  acting  for 
the  defendant,  made  a  motion  for  a 
Jurv  trial  when  the  case  came  up  in 
court,  but  the  motio:  was  denied.  A 
stubborn  ttght  was  rnade  to  secure  the 
release  of  Madame  Gain,  and  her  at- 
torney made  two  or  three  attempts  to 
have  the  case  dismissed  but  all  of 
tliem   Were  denied. 

The  conviction  followed  the  arrest 
of  two  women  on  charges  of  miscon- 
duct at  the  hotel,  early  in  tlie  week. 
The  cases  against  them  on  charges 
of  being  common  prostitutes,  were  dis- 
missed because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient 
evidence,  but  they  were  re-arreated 
and  charged  witli  being  occupants  of 
a  house  of  ill  fame.  They  pleaded 
guilty  yesterday,  conditionally.  Their 
plea  will  be  set  aside  and  the  charge 
against  them  \yiU.be  dismissed.  If 
Nladame  Gain  secures  an  acquittal  on 
an  appeal,  which  will  probably  be 
taken  in  the  casA,       ; 

Assistant  City  Attorney  Kenny  acted 
for  the  city  in  the  case.

MORE  PRISONERS  ARE 

SENT  TO  LEAVENWORTH. 


Col.  Loughborough  saw  the  danger 
when  the  flames  got  very  near  the 
cell  liouses  and  ordered  the  prison  pro- 
vost guard  to  unlock  the  doors.  The 
800  prisoners  fell  in,  eacli  convict  with 
his  hands  on  the  shoulders  of  the  tnan 
in  front  of  him.  At  double  Quick  tliey 
marched  to  tlie  farthest  corner  of  the 
pris<m  enclo.sure  wliere  they  huddled, 
while  100  prison  guards  covered  tliem 
with  leveled  rifles.  Two  of  the  terror- 
stricken   convicts   fainted. 

All  tlio  sick  prisoners  were  removed 
when  the  fire  first  was  seen.  The  rec- 
ords were  taken  from  the  administra- 
tion building  and  preparations  made 
to  blow  it  up.  if  necessary.  A  new"

A  few  men  were  overcome  by  the 
heat  during  the  flre.  Lieut.  W.  C.  Jones 
of  the  Thirteenth  infantry,  was  pain- 
fully scalded  by  steam  and  hot  water 
from  a  burning  roof.  He  was  taken 
to  his  quarters.  Maj.  Thomas  H.  Slav- 
ens,  commandant  of  the  prlsoti  said 
the  fire  probably  was  caused  by  defect- 
ive  wiring.      He   placed   the   damage   at

The  buildings  burned  were  among 
the  oldest  at  Fort  Leavenworth.  They 
were  erected  In  1857  and  1858  under 
the  supervision  of  Gen.  L.  C.  Easton 
and  were  first  used  for  army  commis- 
sary store  houses.

We  must  constantly  iirovide  more  and  more  money  for 
annua!  expei'.-c-,  To  talk  of  wiping  out  the  delicit  by 
r,  ,  1,  iille.     Money  should  not  be  wasted 
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not  proiirtabie.  In  this  respect  it  is  not  strictly 
basis  of  a  private  hu-iness  institution.  In  all 
.;lit  to  be,  however.  If  postmasters 
)  intcd  according  to  business  rules,  instead  of 
to  p  >litical  rule-.,  the  country  would  save  mil- 
year.  If  the  government  would  establish  an 
advertising  department.  ju.-.t  is  a  private  company  would 
d..  if  it  had  the  bu-ine  =  s.  il  would  make  money  where  it 
n  w  lo-es  money.

Of  course 
the  government  offers  to  print  envelopes  for  everybody, 
but  the  practical  operation  «<f  natural  laws  conrtnes  such 
services  rendered  almost  exclusively  to  one  class.  We 
may  approve  of  measures  designed  to  promote  the  dis- 
of  knowledge  even  if  there  is  no  financial 
1  to  the  outlay,  but  why  should  the  govern- 
presses  and  run  them  without 
of   the   country? 
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is  economically  unsound  and  morally  wrong,  for  the  gov- 
ernment has  no  right  to  tax  all  the  people  and  devote  the 
proceeds  of  such  taxes  to  making  presents  of  printing  to 
business  concerns.

MILLION  RATS 
KILLED  IN  WAR  ON 
BUBONIC  PLAGUE 

Washington.  April  1.— The  story  of 
the  long,  hard-fought  campaign  to  rid 
San  Francisco  of  its  recent  epiden.ic 
of  the  Bubonic  plague  Is  told  in  an  in- 
teresting report  made  public  by  tlie 
marine  hospital  service.  The  disease 
was  spread  bv  a  certain  breed  of  Ilea 
that  infected  the  rats,  wliich  in  turn 
carried  tiie  plague  broadcast  Ap- 
proximately LOOM. 000  rodents  w-ere 
slain  in  the  effort  to  wipe  out  the 
plague,  and  nearly  100,000  rats  were 
ixamined.  Of  that  number  more  than 
liOO  carried  fleas  infected  with  ttie  dls- 

The  campaign  was  «»irected  to  kill- 
ing off  rats,  disinfecting  premises  and 
ships  where  the  plague-infected  rats 
had  been  found,  and  preventing  the 
breeding  and  spread  of  the  pests.  'There 
were  li.TUfi  sleamsiiips  disinfected  and 
reciuired  the  use  of  620.000  pounds  of 
sulpiiur  and  4.;;42  gallons  of  alcohol; 
.tJ.SL'O  houses  disinfected;  1.680  suspect- 
ed cases*  examined,  and  3.973  inspec- 
tions of  the  dead  to  determine  whether 
thev  had  led  from  the  Plfgue.  Up 
to  June  30.  1908,  there  had  been  159 
cases  of  plague  and  Beventy-seven 
deaths.  'i  he  campaign  was  directed 
bv  the  marine  hospital  service,  witii 
the  aid   of   the  local   authorities  in   San 

Francisco.

— With  every 
member  on  the  tiptoe  of  expectation, 
the  house  of  representatives  met  today 
and  further  considered  tlie  I'ayne  tariff 
bill.  The  order  iiaving  gone  fortli  for 
every  Republican  to  be  In  his  seat,  the 
absorbing  topic  of  discussion  is  wliat 
move  tiie  majority  leaders  proposed  to 
make. 

After  pondering  over  the  matter  for 
three  days,  the  senate  again  today  took 
up  the  general  subject  of  the  tinance 
committee's  metiiod  of  proceeding  in 
dealing  witli  the  tariff  blli.  having  spe- 
cial reference  to  whether  Democratic 
members  of  the  committee  could  be 
consulted.  Tlie  subject  came  up  in 
connection  with  Senator  Bacon's  re- 
port providing  that  the  minority  mem- 
beis  should  be  invited  to  all  hearings. 
If  the  Democrats  press  tiie  resolution 
it  will  be  resisted  by  the  Republican 
leaders,  and  Senator  Aldrich.  chairman 
(.f  the  finance  committee,  has  inti- 
mated tliat  he  may  make  a  statement 
outlining  tlie  potltlon  of  the  Republic- 
an   members. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  %\  est 
Viiginla  senators  will  raise  any  furtlier 
objeetion  in  view  of  the  promise  of 
the  tinance  committee  to  take  care  of 
West  Virginia  interests  in  the  com- 
mittee.      It  la   not  probable   that  Mr. 


Bacon's  resolution  will  be  adopted.  A 
full  attendance  of  senators  has  been 
requested  because  of  the  uncertainty 
as  to  the  turn  the  proceedings  may 
take. 

To    Remedy    Objeetionit. 

To  remedy  tlie  objections  wliich  they 
make  to  the  extended  drawback  priv- 
ileges of  the  Payne  tariff  bill,  the  Re- 
publican representatives  from  the 
wlieat-growing  states  of  the  West  have 
submitted  to  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee an  amendment  in  the  nature  of 
an  additional  provision  to  the  draw- 
back  section   of  tlic    new   bill. 

Their  principal  contention  Is  that  the 
new  provision  would  result  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  iU>ur  for  export  at  the  cities 
along  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  instead  (.f 
at  tiie  Western  mills,  as  is  the  custom 
now.  In  order  tiiat  tlie  Western  manu- 
facturers may  retain  the  export  trade, 
it  is  proposed  that  any  article  manu- 
factured of  grain  raised  in  tlie  United 
States,  in  order  to  obtain  the  drawback 
wlien  exported  in  lieu  of  imported 
grain,  must  be  manufactured  in  the 
same  niill  or  factory  as  the  article 
maiiufaetured  frotn  the  imported  grain. 

Tlie  proposed  amendment  also  re- 
quires that  the  exportation  shall  be 
made  within  the  fiscal  year  in  whlcli 
the  i?iiportation  of  tlie  grain  used  or 
checked  against  it  is  made.  A  further

Peter  would 
never  have  droan.ed  of  going  wjtli  the 
messengers  If  he  had  not  had  his  nar- 
rowness beaten  out  of  him  on  the 
housetop,  and  Cornelius  would  never 
have  dreamed  of  going  to  Joppa  If  he 
had  not  seen  the  angel.  The  cleft  be- 
tween Jew  and  Gentile  was  so  wide 
tliat  God's  hand  liad  to  be  applied  on 
both  sidus  to  press  the  separated  parts 
together.  He  had  plainly  done  it.  And 
that   was   Peter's   defense. — Maolaran.

tliat    "Salvation    is    of    the    Jews'"    and 
ttiat   would    prevent    Irritation. 

In  order  that  he  could  have  hope 
in  doing  so.  God  must  give  him  special 
command  and  instruction  about  it.  It 
is  the  divine  visit  that  gave  Cornelius 
the  first  knowledge  of  how  to  secure 
the  blessing  for  which  he  longed  and 
how  to  go  about  it.  He  must  go  to  the 
very  best  man  for  that  purpose.  The 
details  are  v.-ry  specific.  All  Cornelius 
need.<i  to  do  is  to  follow  clearly  stated 
instructions.

Peter  went  up  upon  the 
housetop  to  pray,  about  the  sixth  hour. 
.Vnd  ho  became  hungry  and  desired  to 
eat.  but  while  they  made  ready,  he 
fell  into  a  trance.  And  he  beholdeth 
the  heaven  opened  and  a  certain  vessel 
<lescending.  as  it  wore,  a  great  sheet, 
let  down  by  four  corners  upon  the

of  the  earth  and  fowls  of  the  heaven.

Here    was    the    man    being    prepared 
for   his  new    work,    the  one   man    of  all. 
Two    special    (juallficatlone    mark    him. 
Kirst    of    all     lie    is    a    man      of      such 
nuirkid   Jewish   prejudices   and  so   con- 
servative,   that,    if    he    becomes    willing 
to    take    In    a    Gentile,    then    any    one 
ought  to  be  willing.      Fucllier.   Peter   Is 
the    leading   man    in    Jerusalem    and.    if 
he    takes   a   stand    for   tlie   larger   spirit 
of  (^hristianitv.    he   can    carry    them   all 
with  liim.      What   he  says,  usually  goes. 
We    are    constantly    compelled     to    ex- 
claim  how   wonderful   la  God. 
:;.      His    Preparation    For    It. 
The    broadening   process   began   years 
ago.    when    Jesus    tonk    them     tlirough 
Samaria     and     up     Into     tlie     coasts     of 
Tvre     and       Sidon.         It    eeemed     to     be 
checked,   for   some   years,    when    he    had 
to    center   his    thouglii   on   the   work    in 
Jerusalem.       But    the    broadening    was 
started    afresh    when    he   went    down    to 
Samaria  to  Inquire  Into  the  work  done 
by    some    of    the    ardent    laymen,    like 
Philip.       He    approved    of    It.    and    that 
commlttej  him  to  sympathy  with  work 
for   non-Jews.      He   had   probably   heard 
of  the  conversion   of  the   Etliiopian  and 
rejoiced   In   it.     On    dils  Journey  he  was 
getting    a     new     and       unexpected    de- 
velopment    God  allowed  him  to  be  the 
instrument     In     raising    one     from     the 
dea-l.

Because    a    tanner 
handles     dead     animals,     his       business 
was  unclean  and  he  himself  was  ostra- 
cised.        When    a    Jew    like    Peter    can 
not  onlv  be  a  warm  friend  to  a  tanner, 
but     actually     visit     him     in     bis     own 
home,     which     had     to     be     out     of     the 
city,    someihlng    radhal    has    happened 
to  that  Jew.  and  prot)ably  to  the  tanner 
as    well.      That    tanner    was   a    Jew    and 
had     probably    become    «    Christian    on 
some    visit    to    Jerusalem.      The    Chris- 
tian   cords    were    stromai    iMiUlng    them 
together    over    the    walls    of    prejudice 
and    vindictiveness.      Peter    Is    broaden- 
ing   very    rapldlv.    but    I    think    we    are 
safe    In    saving    that    If    he   had    known, 
when    he    iefc    Jfrnsalem.    that    he    was 
starting  on  a  trip  that  would  lead   him 
to    op«>n    the    door    to    the    Gentiles,    he 
would  have  been  slow  In  starting.     The 
prei>aratlon    that   was  lacking   when   he 
started     would     be     completed     on     the 
way. 

Further  preparation  was  given  in 
the  vision  he  had  on  the  housetop, 
when  he  was  hungry.  In  whicli  God 
taught  him  Just  one  thing,  namely, 
that  he  liad  at  last  broken  down  the 
distinction  between  dean  and  unclean 
animals.  That  was  all  that  was  need- 
ed. That  distinction  between  animals 
was  the  symltol  In  a  Jew's  mind  of  the 
distinction  between  clean  and  unclean 
people,  In  other  words,  Jews  and  Gen- 
tiles. In  a  few  minutes.  Peter  will 
have  a  chance  to  know  that  God  wants 
him  to  see  tliat  Jew  and  Gentile  are 
alike  before  him.  Peter  will  under- 
stand now  without  further  training. 
He  Is  at  least  ready.  The  mes.sengers 
have  come  for  him. 
III. 
The  Two  Brought  Together.  17-20. 
"Now  while  Peter  was  much  per- 
plexed in  himself,  what  the  vision 
which  he  had  seen,  might  mean,  behold 
the  men  which  were  se-nt  by  Cornelius, 
having  made  Inquiry  for  rtlmon's  house, 
stood  before  the  gale  ami  called  and 
asked  whether  Simon,  who  was  sur- 
named  Peter,  was  lo.lging  there.  And 
while  Peter  thought  on  the  vision,  the 
Spirit  said:  Behold,  three  men  seek 
thee.  But  arise  and  ffet  thee  down  and 
go  with  them,  riothing  doubting,  lor  I 
have  sent    them." 

1.  The  New  Work  for  Peter. 
It  comes   quickly  after  the  vision,   or 

rather  the  vision  came  Just  before  the 
work.  In  order  that  he  might  put  his 
new  experience  and  feelings  into  ac- 
tion and  fix  them  forever  in  his  con- 
sciousness. 

2.  Tlie   New   .Vpostle. 
He    was    a    new    m.«»n.      He    displayed 

qualities  unseen  before.  Not  his 
promptness,  for  we  have  seen  that  all 
along;  but  his  careful  and  cautious 
movemeni.H.  He  took  certain  brethren 
with  him.  He  proceeded  carefully 
when  he  reached  the  house  of  Cor- 
nelius, and  step  by  step  followed  the 
Spirit's  guidance.  He  ond  the  tanner 
had  lodged  the  three  Gentiles,  and  now 
he  has  lose  caste  feeling.  It  is  superb 
to  see  the  great  mao'.i  soul  growing. 
Witnessed!  on  both  sides  are  there  to 
vouch  for  the  truth  of  what  takes 
jilace.  The  crowning  sign  of  God's 
'.?race  to  the  Gentiles  Is  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  was  given  to  them.  Just  as  to 
the  Jewa.  and  afterward  at  Jerusalem.

Washington,  April  1. — An  important 
step  toward  stopping  the  waste  of  tlie 
fuel  lesouroes  fd  the  country  has  lieen 
taken  by  the  I'nited  States  geological 
siirvty  In  its  tests  of  the  coals  of  the 
Uocky  Mountain  region  at  the  govern- 
ment plant  In  Denver,  Colo.  At  that 
plant  the  purpose  has  been  to  deter- 
mine what  coals  of  this  region  are  ca- 
I  able  of  making  coke  that  can  be  used 
by  the  great  metallurgic  interests  of 
the  West.  Of  thirty-seven  coals  tested, 
the  government  experts  of  these  coals 
had  never  been  known  to  be  capable  of 
making  coke.  These  results,  which 
will  prove  ot  much  Importance  to  the 
West  in  the  next  few  years,  were  ob- 
tained by  following  out  a  carefully 
prepared   treatment   of  the  coals.

Stevens  Does  Not  Look 

for  Improvement  Until 

Then. 

lU>iace  J.  .^tevens.  tlie  copper  ex- 
pert of  Houghton,  is  at  the  Spalding 
today.  Mr.  Steveiu:  believes  that  cop- 
per conditions  will  be  rather  dull  un- 
tfl  the  fall,  when  in  the  event  of  a 
good  crop,  the  situation  will  be  much 
imijroved.

M()V1N(}    BIO   TREES. 

Trees  of  a  very  great  size  can  be 
moved  succe.ssfully  If  time  and  money 
are  of  no  account,  but  it  Is  an  ex- 
pensive process  and  should  be  at- 
tempted only  where  immediate  effect 
i.s  wanted,  or  in  the  case  of  a  rare- 
variety  that  reciuire.s  to  be  removed 
und    cannot    be    replaced. 

To  prepare  a  large  tree  for  removal, 
says  Horticulture.  a  deep  trench 
should  be  dug  around  the  tree  froin 
five  to  seven  feet  from  the  ba.se  ot 
the  tree  and  working  under  so  as  to 
cut  off  all  the  roots  possible  without 
disturbing  the  bole.  .^      ..   v. 

The  ends  of  the  roots  should  all  be 
cut  smooth  and  the  trench  filled  up 
with  a  good  compost  uf  peat,  rotten 
sods  and  manure  and  left  f<jr  a  year, 
when  a  second  trench  can  be  opened 
at  the  outside  of  the  first  and  the  tree 
carefully  undermined  with  a  pick  so 
as  to  rem<)ve  the  soil  with  as  little  in- 
jury to  the  young  fibres  as  pos.slble, 
and  the  tree  carefully  drawn  over  so 
as  to  cut  whatever  taproot  may  have 
been  left. 

If  a  supply  of  bass  mats  is  at  hand 
they  can  be  carefully  bound  around 
the  ball  of  earth,  and  if  it  is  not  too 
large  It  can  be  loaded  on  a  drag  and 
drawn  to  the  place  of  planting,  where 
tht^  hole  has  been  prepared  before- 
han.l. 

If  too  large  for  a  drag,  the  ball  of 
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earth  may  be  surrounded  by  boards 
or  lajers  of  hay  and  straw  firmly 
bound  with  cords,  a  few  boards  iiasa- 
ing  underneath,  and  the  whole  fas- 
tened to  the  stem,  which  should  be 
well  wrapped  with  hay  or  woollen 
material  before  any  force  for  lifting 
is  applied.  It  can  then  be  rai.sed  with 
the  u>e  (  f  a  derrick  ontn  a  truck  and 
taken  to  the  desired  place,  lowered  iii 
the  hole,  the  binding  taken  off,  the 
roots  c^arefiilly  spreac^  and  the  .soil 
well  worked  in  among  them  and  well 
firmed. 

Large  trees  can  al.so  be  transplanted 
by  digging  around  them  In  winter  and 
allowing  the  earth  around  them  to  be; 
frozen  solid,  having  the  gnuind  pre- 
pared previously  and  covered  with 
coarse  material  to  keep  out  the  frost, 
and  removing  them  on  a  sled  to  their 
destination.

Canton  Correspondence  l>enver  Post: 
There  are  but  two  ways  to  go  about 
the  Chinese  city — on  foot  or  in  a  sedan 
chair.  The  streets  are  from  four  to 
eight  feet  wide,  the  average  being 
probably  ai)out  six  feet,  and  wheeled 
veliicles  are  out  of  the  <iuestion.  Even 
the  jinrikisha  cannot  be  used  here.  It 
you  try  to  make  your  v.*ay  on  foot  tiie 
density  of  the  moving  masses  renders 
progress  almost  iinpossii)le  and  row- 
dies and  pickpockets  are  numerous,  so 
that  the  best  plan  is  to  take  a  re- 
sponsible native  guide  and  chairs. 

These  chairs  are  carried  liy  two, 
three  and  sometimes  four  men,  accord- 
ing to  the  weight  of  the  passenger. 
The  two  bamboo  poles  by  which  the 
car  is  supported  are  eighteen  feet  long 
and  are  joined  at  the  front  and  rear 
ends  liy  a  crosspiece.  After  you  have 
taken  your  seat  the  coolies  raise  the 
ends  of  the  poles  to  their  siioulders 
and  are  off  at  a  dog  trot,  only  inter- 
rupted by  a  "congestion  of  traffic, ' 
which  occurs   very    freijuently. 

It  Is  surprising  to  see  bow  rapidly 
they  can  go  througli  the  crowded 
streets;  the  whole  line  of  chftir  carriers 


are  yelling  all  the  time,  as  are  the 
otlier  people  who  are  carrying  burdens, 
for  as  there  are  r.o  carts  in  use  the 
entire  merchandise  of  the  city  is  trans- 
l>orted  in  tin-  same  manner,  not  In 
chairs  of  course  but  slung  on  polea 
carried    across    tlie    shoulders.

■U'asliinfirt'ii.  .\i.iil  2.— Tliat  a  rule 
which  will  pcii.iit  amendments  to 
certain  schedules  of  the  I'ayne  tariff 
bill  will  be  brought  in  Monday  is  prac- 
tically certain.  The  ways  and  mean.s 
committee  having  decided  to  take  olT 
the  duty  on  tea  and  strike  out  the 
countervailing  duty  on  coffee,  a  great 
deal  of  opposition  caused  by  those 
provisions   uf   tlie   bill    has  vanisiied. 

.\s  it  has  been  t^gi  >  eJ  to  permit  a 
vote  on  hides  and  lumber,  there  are 
only  a  few  provisions  remaining  about 
whicli  there  is  any  eonsiderabse  con- 
tention. Tlie  reclproci(y  provision  for 
bituminous  coal  and  the  i»lacing  of 
iron  ore  on  the  free  list  are  under- 
st'iod  to  have  been  coneedetl  by  the 
house  leaders  as  two  propositions  upon 
which  the  rule  will  permit  a  vote.  The 
■  luestlon  of  i)cimitiing  a  vote  on  tlie 
countervailing  duty  on  petroleum  has 
n»>t    been  decided   upon. 

Wiien  the  rule  for  controlling  amend- 
ments to  the  tariff  bill  is  brought  in,  a 
heated  di.scussion  Is  cerl.".in  to  cake 
place.  There  are  indications  tliat  tliose 
members  of  the  minority  wlio  voted  for 
the  Fitzgerald  amendment  to  the  rules 
may  v.>ie  wiili  the  llepublicuns  on  tlie 
taritT   bill   rule.

from  the  committee  room  where  "thir- 
ty or  forty  disaffected  or  dissali.«fied 
Pennsylvanian.s  '  were,  it  was  explained 
by  Hale  and  Aldrich  tliat  liie  numl>er 
hiiil  been  over.siaied;  that  all  there 
were  injt  Penns.vlvanians,  and  that 
those  who  were  there  had  been  invited 
to  give  their  view.s'  as  experts  on  ilie 
iron  and  steel  schedules.  It  seemed, 
Mr.  Aldrich  saiil,  that  all  the  people 
coming  before  Iwepul)lican  members  of 
tlie  committee  iiave  been  experts, 
whose  assistance  has  been  necessary 
for  a  projier  understanding  of  tlio 
question  being  considered.  He  said 
tiiat  the  liouse  had  been  liaving  liear- 
ing.s  and  had  published  nine  volumes  of 
them  and  he  doubfeil  ^vllelilel•  any 
Democratic  senate  had  read  any  part 
of  tliem. 

Mr.  Aldrich  said  the  experts  are  not 
subpoenaed  nor  paid  any  witness  fee.s, 
and  he  declared  that  their  .'statements 
were   not  iiubllc   hearing  at   all. 

Senator  D.aniel  insisted  on  knowing 
what  objection  could  be  urged  by  the 
.■senator  from  Penn.syivania  against 
I>emocrats  coming  lo  the  hearings.

He  has 
stood  with  you  on  the  field  of  battle 
and  when  the  hour  of  submis.sion 
comes,  the  senator  from  West  Virgini-a 
will  be  here  and  iiis  protesting  voice 
will  not  be  heard  in  this  hall  against 
a  single  article  on  the  schedule."

The  Gibraltar  Fe#itlvltle«. 

Gibraltar.  April  2.— The  steamer 
Hamburg  with  Theodore  Roosevelt  and 
his  party  came  into  Gibraltar  a  few 
minutes  before  9  o'clock  this  morning 
and  after  a  stay  of  a  little  more  than 
three   hours   left    for   Naples. 

Richard  L.  Sprague.  American  consul 
and  an  aide-de-camp  of  Gen.  Sir  Fred- 
erick Forestier- Walker.  governor  of 
Gibraltar,  went  out  to  the  Hamburg  to 
welcome  the  former  president.  After 
an  exchange  of  greetings  Mr.  Roose- 
velt, wearing  a  frock  coat  and  a  sUk 
liat,  came  over  the  side  and  stepped  In- 
to a  launcli  sent  out  by  the  captain  of 
the  port  and  was  brought  ashore.  The 
parly  proceeded  at  once  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  Sprague. 

Roosevelt  refused  to  be  photographed 
and  declined  every  request  for  an  in- 
terview. Upon  leaving  the  Hamburg 
he  shook  hands  with  a  number  of  the 
passengers,  who  cheered  him  enthusi- 
astically. It  is  said  the  members  of 
the  Roosevelt  party  do  not  intend  to 
go  ashore  at  Naples:  they  will  merely 
transfer  themselves  and  their  belong- 
ings from  the  Hamburg  to  the 
steamer  Admiral.  The  Invitations  for 
lunch  at  Gibraltar  were  sent  out  to 
the  Hamburg  bv  wireless  telegraphy 
and  Mr.  Roosevelt's  replies  declining 
them  were  communicated  by  the  same 
means.  .      ,        ,  ^ 

.Mr.  Roosevelt  visited  the  second- 
class  and  steerage  quarters  of  the  Ham- 
burg yesterday,  and  was  given  an  en- 


thusiastic reception.  He  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Italian  immigration  com- 
missioner on  board  the  vessel.  In  the 
absence  of  Capt.  Barineister.  the  chief 
officer  of  the  Hamburg  called  upon  K. 
A.  Powell  to  present  to  Roosevelt  an 
Illuminated  address,  prepared  by  the 
passengers.  Powell  made  a  happy 
sDeech.  eulogizing  Roosevelt,  and  wish- 
ing him  a  good  voyage,  and  his  r«:'marKs 
were  received  with  applause.  Roose- 
velt answered  in  a  brief  and  character- 
istic address.  In  which  he  expressed  his 
appreciation   of  the  honor  done. 

Later  the  party  repaired  to  the  main 
saloon  where  ices  were  served  by  the 
ship's  'stewards,  dressed  as  Neptunes 
and  other  fantastic  characters.  All 
the  liglits  had  been  turned  low.  and  the 
effect  was  wierd.  This  entertainment 
was  followed  by  a  dance,  at  which  Mr. 
Roose\elt  danced  with  Mrs.  Huth 
Draper.  Before  withdrawing  for  the 
night,  Roosevelt  appeared  in  the  smok- 
ing room  and  chatted  with  the  passen- 
gers  for    twenty    minutes.

For  the    I'roteetlon  t*t  Girls. 

Chicago  News:  From  8,000  to  10.000 
male  parasites  live  on  money  taken  in 
by  the  26,000  or  30,000  women  of  evil 
lives  in  Chicago,  according  to  an  es- 
timate by  Clifford  O.  Roe,  assistant 
state's  attorney.  If  this  parasitism 
could  be  stopped  the  men  would  lose 
one  incentive  for  luring  inexperienced 
girls  into   the  white-slave   market. 

A  method  of  putting  an  end  to  this 
evil  is  outlined  in  a  bill  pending  in 
the  state  legislature.  It  provides  that 
any  person  who  lures  a  girl  into  slav- 
ery and  receives  money,  support  or 
maintenance  from  her  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  felony  and  on  conviction 
shall  be  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for 
one   or   more    years. 

A  companion  bill  makes  it  a  felony, 
punishable  by  imprisonment  for  one 
year  or  more  up  to  ten  years,  to  detain 
a  girl  in  an  evil  resort  to  pay  or 
cancel  any  debt  or  obligation.  The 
passage  of  this  bill  would  assist  ma- 
terially in  the  rescue  of  some  of  the 
4  000  or  5,000  recruits,  three-fourths  of 
ihem  country  girls  from  the  Middle 
West,  estimated  to  be  drawn  annually 
into    disorderly    houses    in    this    city. 

The  legislature  .should  pass  these 
measures  without  fail.

Clerkships  in  the  Depart- 
ments Not  Sinecures 
as  Supposed.

Washington,  April  :i. — While  Presi- 
dent Taft  may  toiisider  that  many  of 
tlie  tilings  which  have  occupied  the  re- 
tiring president  are  not  obligatory  up- 
on him,  no  president  was  ever  con- 
ironted  with  so  many  difficult  prob- 
lems which  he  must  attempt  to  solve 
as  has  th"  '•■•■•  president.  Among 
Ihcm    .1  servatiou    of    tlie    re- 

.source.s  of  the  government  which  is 
now  Iji  the  bauds  ot  an  eminent  com- 
mission; tin-  regulation  of  child  labor; 
the  enfun  •inent  of  the  laws  guarding 
food  prcparatif.ns;  the  increase  of  the 
iiuml)er  iji  .\n.iri<an  na\.il  ami  mer- 
cha'it  marine  ships;  iniainl  waterways 
projects;  adjustment  of  tlie  friction  be- 
tween lat)ur  and  capital;  refonnallon 
of  extension  of  rural  free  delivery  and 
postal  savings  bunks;  proper  adjust- 
ment of  tiie  question  of  Oriental  in- 
vestments in  really  in  the  United 
States;  our  relati'ins  to  Japan,  China 
and  the  momentous  i)roblems  being 
considered  regarding  the  Orient.  and 
innumerable  other  national  questions 
tliai  will  probably  occupy  his  every 
wjiking   moment. 

He  will  probiibly  feel  that  the  do- 
mestic affairs  of  the  people  of  tlie  na- 
tion ajid  il>e  private  lousiness  of  Indi- 
viduals can  be  handled  by  the  agents 
of  the  laws  of  tije  land^now  in  force 
without  any  ne<"essity  for  his  inter- 
ference ileyond  doubt,  with  ills  long 
experience  as  a  jurist,  he  will  appre- 
ciate the  fact  there  is  no  necessity  of 
an  increase  of  power  to  be  given  to  the 
chief  executive   of   the   nation. 

Il  is  expected  that  he  wiil  be  above 
petty  spites,  personal  imbroglios  and 
imlulgence  in  viiuperaiion.  or  the  ad- 
minhstration  of  verbal  castigation  upon 
any  citizen  of  the  United  States.  it 
il  sujtposed  that  lie  will  appreciate 
the  dignity  of  his  position  and  not  un- 
ilortake  to  arrogate  to  himsilf  powers 
not  given  liim  under  the  Constitution, 
and  thai  he  will  recognize  tlial  the  su- 
jireme  court,  as  ac  present  constituted, 
will  be  equal  to  the  construction  of  the 
laws  and  maintenance  of  its  position 
as  the  final  tribunal  for  the  adjudica- 
tion of  all  questions  arising  in  tliis 
lountry;  chat  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  is  as  able  intelligently 
and  morally  as  ever  before  to  legislate 
for  tlie  best  interests  of  the  great 
American  nation  and  the  perpetuity  of 
the   republic. 

It  Was  never  contemplated  by  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution  that  the 
power  of  the  presideni  of  the  United 
Stales  should  l>e  invoked  in  personal 
coniliets  or  in  the  interest  of  individual 
affaiis.  His  duty  is  defined  so  explic- 
itly that  there  is  no  necessity  for  his 
becoming  involved  in  personal  contro- 
versies or  taking  sides  between  per- 
sonal and  poliiiral  rival.s. 

Tlie  rapid  progress  of  civilisation  Is 
c-onstantly  evolving  Important  and  mo- 
mentous "(luestions  that  can  probably 
he  solved  by  congress  and  the  supreme 
court  in  advance  of  the  necessity  of 
their  Ijeing  suhmiited  to  l!ie  pr<'.sident 
of  the  United  States  for  liis  approval 
i>r  disapproval.  No  one  understands 
the  situation  belter  than  William  H. 
Taft. 

There  is  a  feeling  abroad  In  the  land 
that  the  American  people  are  now  en- 
tering upon  a  peaceful  and  prosperous 
era.  That  there  will  be  no  great  ex- 
citement, but  that  deliberation,  con- 
seivatism  an<l  lalm  Judgment  will 
characterize  the  incoming  administra- 
tion. There  Is  a  feeling  thai  we  have 
happily  passed  hy  excitements,  sensa- 
tions and  needless  alarms  and  unsafe 
financial  speculations,  and  that  wo  may 
now  enjoy  the  rejtose  that  is  so  becom- 
ing in  a  nation  ihac  has  achieved  so 
much     for    civilization,     humanity    and 

Clirlstlanity.

There  is  a  general  misunderstanding 
as  to  clerkships  in  the  departments  of 
the  government.  Very  nnuiy  persons 
consider  them  sinecures  because  of  the 
fai  t  tiiat  they  apparently  command  bet- 
ter salaries  than  are  generally  given 
l>y  private  »)U4iness  firms.  It  goes  with- 
out snying  that  this  much  is  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  women  clerks,  but.  on  the 
othe'-  liand.  the  continuous  strain  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  their  employment  in 
Uie  vitiated  atmosphere  of  the  rooms 
in  which  they  are  employed  makes 
the  life  of  government  clerks  very  irk- 
some. 

Under  the  present  civil  service  rules 
and  the  feeling  anion*  the  chiefs  of 
bureaus,  that  there  i.s  a  constant  es- 
pionage ovor  them,  a  woman  has  not  a 
moment  to  herself  from  the  lime  she 
leaves  at  4:3o.  except  thirty  minutes 
granted  at  midday  for  a  light  lunch- 
ton.  They  have  not  time  to  go  out  to 
get  a  lunclicon.  hence  are  obliged  to 
take  with  tliem  a  sandwich  or  some- 
thing  fqiuilly   unappetizing. 

Again,  some  of  the  ch.iefs  are  most 
exacting  and  unreasonable  and  are 
viioposeil  to  be  drivers,  forgetting  alto- 
gether that  women  are  physically  less 
equal  to  the  long  strain  than  are  )nen. 
Few  wf)nien  get  consideration  because 
they  are  women,  and  if  the  statistics 
of  the  departments  were  given  it  would 
be  found  that  in  almost  every  case 
women  accomplish  as  much  work  as 
tlie  n^eii  in  every  division  of  the 
service. 

They  never  have  equal  pay  for  equal 
service  with  men.  though  there  are 
manj'  cases  where  their  service  is 
greater  than  that  of  their  associate 
male   clerks. 

This  Inequality  of  compensation  for 
like  service  no  one  hai  ever  been  able 
to   explain. 

From  personal  knowledge  I  am  con- 
vinced that  in  the  aggregate  women  do 
more  than  tnen.  In  the  first  place, 
they  are  more  painstaking,  honest, 
faithful  and  careful  than  men  are.  In 
the  next  place,  tliey  are  in  more  con- 
stant fear  lest  from  one  excuse  or 
another  they  may  lose  their  po.-sitions. 
As  a  rule,  there  are  more  deserving 
women  employed  by  tlie  government 
than  there  are  deserving  men. 

Very  many  men  are  employed  by 
the  government  in  Its  various  branches 
who  are  Intemperate  in  the  use  of 
whisky  and  tobacco,  careless,  indiffer- 
ent and  negligent  because  they  know 
they  havt  always  one  powerpul  reason 
which  th'jy  can  brlr.g  up  fo**  their  re- 
tention in  the  positions  which  they  oc- 
cupy, which  Is  that  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  voters  and  that  their  male 
friends  are  voters,  and  if  they  should 
he  discharged  they  could  have  their 
revenge  In  the  next  ensuing  election.

Miss  Anthony.  Mrs.  Stanton  and  the 
many  foremost  women  of  the  woman's 
suffrage  movement  are  quite  right  in 
tlieir  assertion  that  women  will  never 
he  given  like  onipenkulion  for  like 
service  until  they  are  accorded  suf- 
frage. 

This  principle  of  less  pay  for  women 
for  equal  service  obtains  not  only  un- 
der the  government,  but  in  all  busi- 
ness houses.

would  be  rushed  as  fast  as  the  work 
upon  the  tunnel  would  permit. 

He  also  stated  that  the  Soo  trains 
Would  be  coming  to  l>uluth  before 
fall,  as  work  upon  the  terminals  in  this 
city  would  be  rushed  as  fast  as  possi- 
ble. He  stated  that  the  Soo  expected  to 
liaul  wheat  to  this  city  from  the  wheat 
country    of    Dakota,   early    next    fall. 

Mr.  Penninerton  declared  that  in  the 
natural  development  of  traffic  Duluth 
would  be  the  great  gateway  to  the 
Northwest,  and  because  of  this  trade 
between  the  two  countries,  work  would 
be  started  at  once  on  tlie  link  of  the 
Soo  that  will  connect  Duluth  with 
Winnipeg. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Soo  railroad.  Mr.  Penn- 
ington was  chosen,  as  the  head  of  t!ie 
railroad,  to  suic©<|<l  tlie  late  Thomas 
Lov.  ry.  Mr.  Pennwigton  had  occupied 
the  position  of  vice  president  and  gen- 
eral manager  of  t!ie  road  fi>r  a  num- 
lier  of  years.  He  Is  cme  of  the  <jfficials 
of  the  Soo.  who  has  always  taken  a 
oeep  Interest  in  the  development  of 
the  resources  of  the  Northwest,  and 
largely  owing  to  liis  policy,  the  Soo 
has  always  taken  •  leading  part  in  the 
development  of  the  re.-^ourc??  of  the 
territory   through    which    it    passed. 

Mr.  Pennington  has  taken  a  deep  In- 
terest in  the  traffic  possibilities  of  the 
territorj  that  surrounds  Duluth.  and  it 
was  largely   oWIbg  to  his  eitorts  that 


the  Soo  road  stiught  an  entrance  to 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes.  He  has  the 
utmost  belief  In  tiie  growth  of  the 
iralfic  in  this  pan  of  tJie  state,  and 
t. specially  in  the  development  of  the 
traffic  between  Westerii  Canada  and 
the  L'nited  S'taie.s.

FILIPINO  LNJARIFF  TALK

the  Islands  and  act  upon  the  trusts  in 
such  a  way  as  to  preclude  the  possibil- 
ity  of   independence. 

Speaking  for  the  Filipinos  and  voic- 
ing their  sontimeiits,  Ocampo  de  Leon 
pleaded  lot  such  independence.  .\t  the 
cciieiiision  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Goulden 
of  New  York  made  the  statement  that 
at  a  public  dinner  in  Washington,  be- 
fore tie  was  jiresideiA,  Taft  declared 
that  when  he  went  to  the  Philippines 
he  was  credibly  infoimed  that  if  he 
could  get  the  influence  and  adlve  sup- 
port of  Ocampo  de  Leon  he  would  have 
no  trouble  in  pacifying  the  Filipino 
people. 

"Are  they  pacified  now?"  a  voice  on 
the   Republican   side   was   heard  to   say. 

"They  are  pacified,"  was  Mr. 
Goulden's  reply  to  his  unknown  ques- 
tioner. 

De   Leou*N      Speech. 

In   part,   de  Leon   said; 

"As  soon  as  the  measure  becomes 
operative,"'  "it  would  immediately 
cause  in  the  first  year  a  decrease 
in  the  revenues  of  about  6,000,- 
('OO  pes<.>s.  from  wliich  revenue  the 
Philippine  government  obtains  the 
gieiiter  portion  of  its  Inciime  for  the 
support  of  the  administration.  This 
decrease  would  augment  every  year  as 
foreign  importations  gradually  fell  off, 
owing  to  the  advantageous  position 
which  Ameiican  products  would  have 
In  the  market,  a  position  which  inevit- 
ably would  annul  foreign  competition. 

"Living  under  the  protection  of  this 
country,  the  Filipinos  would  willingly 
gi-ant  the  greatest  itreference  to  Anitr- 
ic;in  products,  v.ero"  tiiey  not  convinced 
that  such  preference  means  ruin  for 
their  own  country.  Once  foreign  goods 
are  driven  from  the  Philippine  mar- 
kets, the  importer  of  American  pro- 
dticts  would  coniro!  ilie  situation. 
'Would  Compel  Bankruptcy. 

"The  decrease  of  the  cusionis  reve- 
nue would  intvitably  ciiinfiel  the  Phil- 
ippine government  to  go  into  bank- 
tuptcj-  because  there  are  no  other 
sources  from  which  to  obtain  revenues 
and    meet    its    financial    obligations. 

"Viewing  the  question  in  its  political 
aspect,  is  not  there  a  danger  that  the 
future  indtpendence  of  the  Filipinos 
would  be  hindered  by  the  ties  con- 
sequent upon  the  establishment  of  free 
trade"? 

"The  trusts  and  other  corporations 
that  would  establish  themselves  in  the 
Plillipplnes.  encouraged  l)ecause  of  free 
trade,  would  place  a  formidable  barrier 
against    Filipino    freedom. 

"The   oiil.N    reciprocity  we  ask   is   that 


our  sugar  and  tobacco  be  admitted  freo 
of  duty  ar.d  in  exchange  allow  all  agri- 
cultural machinery  and  impleme^its  of 
manufacture  free  adniisi^ion  into  all 
parts  of   the   Philippine.^." 

The  commissioner  said  he  voiced  the 
sentinient  of  S.OOO.uOO  Filipinos  in  ask- 
ing congiess  to  grant  Independence  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the   Philippines.

Lawre!!.-.\  Kan.,  April  2.  —  "The 
Church  of  God  and  the  Saints  of 
Christ,"  wliich  has  been  in  operation  In 
Lawrence  for  fully  ten  years,  is  found- 
ed upon  a  revelation  made  to  an  ex- 
negro  slave.  At  least  this  Is  the  be- 
lief of  the  church's  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Smith,  and  his  small  band  of  negro 
followers.  This  revelation  came  to 
the  founder  of  the  "Church  of  God  and 
the  Saints  of  Christ"  only  after  a  se- 
vere penance  of  four  days  of  real  fast- 
ins,  that  is,  absolute  denial  ot  food  and 

water. 

•An'  you  know,"  remarked  the  pas- 
tor, "when  a  man  Is  that  hungry  and 
jiravin'  loh  the  truth  he's  show  to  see 
the  lif?ht."  The  revelation  wliiL-h  came 
to  William  S.  Crowdy — I'or  that  was 
the  prupliefs  name — wa.s  that  every 
word  of  the  Scripture  is  to  be  taken 
literally,  as  it  is  written.  In  this  rev- 
elation the  word  also  came  to  him 
that  iho  first  day  of  the  week  Is 
Saturday  and  n<»t  Sunday,  a*id  upon 
that  day  (Saturday),  tlu-  worshipping 
of  God  must  be  done;  that  the  ortho- 
dox Sunday  is  a  workday — that  is.  If 
work  can  be  found  on  the  accepted 
Sabbath.

Hut  the  Church  of  God  and  Saints  of 
Christ  nas  its  Inconveniences  to  many 
Lawrence  families  which  emphjy  negro 
servants,  members  of  this  particular 
sect.  <Jn  .Saturdays  tlfre  is  no  kind 
of  household  work  or  any  kind  of  labor 
done.  Instead,  almost  the  entire  day 
is  spent  in  wor.-ship.  There  Is  a  short 
cessation  at  the  noon  hour,  but  few 
leave  the  "temple.*^  Lunch  baskets  are 
taken  along.  Mlled  with  fried  chicken 
and  other  good  things  to  eat.  for  In  the 
congregation  are  found  some  of  the 
best  negro  cooks  in  I>ouglas  county. 
Even  in  the  course  of  this  feasting  the 
praise  of  the  Lord  is  not  forg(jtlen,  for 
almost  constantly  there  is  carried  on  a 
weird  chanting  of  some  of  the  songs 
peculiar  to  their  faitii  and  creed.

The  Church  of  God  and  .Saints  of 
Christ  has  songs  different  from  any 
other  church — negro  or  white — in  the 
country.  There  is  little  preaching. 
Music  takes  Its  place,  and  this  music 
Is  practli  ally  continuous  from  morning 
till    night.  ,       „     ,    . 

These  people  say  that  the  Scriptures 
tell  the  entire  story  of  ijrorslilp  and  In 
the  Good  Uook  can  be  found,  by  re- 
ferring to  the  proper  chapter  and 
vt-r.se,  all  that  need  be  said  for  the 
glorification   of   God. 

As  a  reporter  entered  the  church 
last  Saturday  the  Rev  Mr.  Smith  was 
saying:  _     _ 

"You  all  know  a  heap  of  good  song.°:. 
You  may  sing,  St.  John  7:17,  Isiah 
2h:10." 

The  song  started  In  a  rather  mod- 
ulated slow  manner,  but  before  many 
verses  had  been  sung,  It  had  worked 
Itself  to  a  high  pilch  of  enthusiasm, 
accompanied  by  constant  patting  of 
feet  Th  -re  was  no  musical  Instrument, 
but  all  looked  to  a  single  sister,  who 
appeared  to  be  the  leader.

The  case  was  in  the  different  courts  of 
Italy  for  vears,  and  the  105  lawyers 
engiiged  ih  it  ran  up  costs  aggregat- 
ing more  than  $2,ii00,tKi0.  The  estate 
lost  in  value,  too,  during  the  contest, 
so  that  the  winning  lieirs  found  Hum- 
selves  with  a  small  sum  to  their  share 
when    the    final    decision    was    rendered.

One  of  the  most  romantic  of  gam- 
bling stories  is  told  by  Mr.  Thlselton- 
l>ver  of  a  plalnlv  dressed  stranger  who 
oii.-e  took  his  seat  at  a  faio  table, 
aiiil  after  an  extraordinary  run  of  luck 
succeeded  in  breaking  the  bink.

Mct^illoeh  offere.l 
a  fourteenth  share  in  the  mine  to  a 
voung  man  named  ("ox  for  £'.'00. 
'  ("i.x  would  only  offer  £1l'o.  and  after 
much  haggling  it  was  decided  to  set- 
tle the  dispute  bv  a  gam-.-  of  euchre. 
If  '"ox  proved  the  winn-r  lie  was  to 
have  bis  share  for  £]-'»:  if  be  lost 
he  was  to  pay  £1S0  for  it.  He  won. 
and  for  the  absur  1  sum  of  £1'20  became 
owner  of  the  share  which  a  few  years 
later    was    valued    at    £1.:;.->0.000.

MAW  WIRKLKSS  WORRIES. 


Some  TioiiMes  and  Tribulations  of 
the  Marconi  Operator. 

Though  the  wireless  service  is  n.iw 
attracting  many  who,  like  the  writer, 
began  their  lareer  in  or  were  original- 
ly trained  for  the  cable  service  the 
life  of  the  wireless  lelegraphisls  Is 
full  of  worries  and  trials  never  cn- 
countereil  by  the  cable  operator,  says 
London    .\nswersl 

To  start  Willi,  though  wireless  in- 
struments have  of  late  years  been  iiii- 
meiisel)-  improved,  they  are  still  liable 
lo  belKive  in  an  eccentric  manner  most 
puzzling  aii.l  irritating  to  the  opera- 
tor. For  example,  when  I  was  sta- 
tioned at  Bermuda  1  was  in  charge  of 
an  instrument  that  was  continually 
being  alTeeted  by  what  are  called  "al- 
m.. spheric  inpulses."  under  the  inllu- 
ence  of  which  the  receiver  would  re- 
cord the  most  extraordinary  mes- 
sayes.  ^Ve  were  then  operating  with- 
in' a  fifty-mil«'  ra.lius.  and  my  duly 
con.sisted  mainly  in  taking  and  an- 
swering messages  .-  -ni  by  men-of-war 
and    liners. 

The  commander  of  a  cruiser  began  a 
message  b\-  Ihe  letters  X.  I>.  which 
signilied  that  it  was  "urgent"  and  in 
code.  The  message  began:  "Further 
south  liigli  water  stop  seven."  Then 
the  letters  I>.  B  were  ticked  ofY  on  the 
tape  at  a  tremendous  .«peed  for  a  min- 
ute or  so.  when  the  instrument  sud- 
denly stopping  working.  Tin-  letters 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  original 
message,  but  were  simply  interjected 
as  Hie  result  of  some  atmospheric  im- 
pulse, which  cut  me  off,  or,  rather, 
obliterated  the  message  from  the 
cruiser.  When  the  effect  of  tlu-  dis- 
turbing inlluence  had  passi'd  away  1 
bad  to  get  iiil.t  commiinieation  with 
the  cruiser  again  .ind  inform  the  oper- 
ator <jii  board  what  had  happened,  who 
replied  by  ini'orming  nu'  that  I  should 
be  playing  marbles  or  gathering  rags. 
The  receiving  of)i'ral<)r  is  always  held 
Tesjtonsible  for  these  mishaps,  which 
are,  however,  quite  beyond  his  power 
lo   avoid. 

Another  fearful  trial  of  the  wireless 
operat.^r  is  caused  liy  his  receiver  gel- 
ting  out  of  tune.  .\  "tiim-d"  receiver 
is  an  instrument  tuned  in  harmony 
wiHi  a  particular  transmitter  that  may 
be  liuu<Lr»-ds  of  miles  away,  the  idea  ot 
tuning  a  receiver  being  that  il  will  not 
rec'.ive  messages  dispatched  from  oilier 
iransinitlers  with  which  il  is  nol  in 
tune.  A  "tuned"  instruineiii  gels  out 
of  tune  very  readily,  and  then  it  is  use- 
less until  the  operator  can  get  it  into 
Hie   right    key   again. 

»Jn  <jne  occasion  1  was  taking  nies- 
s.ages  from  u  inati-of-war.  when  my 
reei'ivei'  got  out  of  tune.  While  1  was 
tiying  li>  tin.!  Hie  right  key  again  I 
got  into  tune  with  a  ship  which  was 
talking  to  another  station  100  inil.s 
from  ours,  "is  ihere  a  monkey  playing 
with  that  inslruinenl'.'"  asked  the  oper- 
ator on  board  t''e  latter,  in  a  furious 
rage  at  finding  himself  In  communb  a- 
ti.ui  with  a  station  In-  did  not  want  to 
speak  to.  "There  is,"  I  replied.  "Come 
her.'   and   have  some   nuts." 

A  freuuent  use  made  of  the  wirele.-s 
.■service  on  board  liners  is  lo  obtain 
moiu-y  for  i>asseng<'rs  who  have  run 
short    of    ready    cash. 

The  ino<lus  f)p<'randi  is  to  send  a 
wireless  message  to  the  nearesi  sb'jre 
station  for  the  required  sum,  wliic!'.  is 
then  cabled  to  the  bankers  or  people 
wlunn  the  passenger  wants  lo  draw  <ui. 
Tin-  mom.  y  is  advised  in  Hie  same  wa.v 
to  the  ship's  purser,  who  advances  it 
to  H;e  passenger,  the  whole  operation 
taking,  as  a  rule,  about  forty  minutes. 
1  reniejiiber  once  .sending  a  message  lo 
a  big  financial  house  in  Lon.lon  when 
we  were  in  mid-.\llant ie  for  $.'>00  for 
!i  jiassenger  who  bad  been  plunging 
very  reiUlessly  at  poker  during  the 
voyage    from    Xew    York. 

Now,  it  so  haiipened  that  ju.sl  after 
I  had  got  into  t'juch  with  the  shore 
stall'. n.  something  went  wrong  with 
the  transmitter,  and  whilst  I  v.-as  mak- 
ing desperate  efforts  t.)  remedy  the 
trouble,  th''  passenger  came  into  Hie 
operating  cabin  ami  asked  me  when 
he  might  expect  a  rejily  to  his  mc.ssage. 
"Ob.  in  about  an  Iiourl"  1  replied  Im- 
patiently. 

He  stood  watching  me  for  a  fevi-  mo- 
ments us  I  was  overhauling  the  trans- 
mitter, and  then  suddenly  flew  into  a 
vbdent  rage,  and  declared  I  was  delay- 
ing his  message  on  purpose.  I  had  to 
call  an  officer  to  have  him  removed 
from  the  cabin,  and  he  only  constnte.I 
to  leave  it  on  being  told  that  he  would 
be  put  in  irons  if  he  refused  lo  do  so. 
I  got  his  message  through  a  few  min- 
utes later,  and  Hie  next  day  he  came 
lo  apologize  to  me,  observing  as  he 
did  so:  "I  was  a  fool  to  send  that 
message,  for  I  lost  all  that  money  last 
night.  Xo  more  wireless  messages  for 
me.   thanks!" 

.\t  m.any  wlrrdess  stations  it  Is  neces- 
sary for  the  operator  to  wear  a  tele- 
phonic headgear,  which  i.--  connected 
by  wires  with  ih.e  receiver.  The  sig- 
nals and  messages  are  all  tapped  out 
in  Itie  Moise  code,  but  tlie.v  would  not 
be  heard  by  the  oi)erator  unless  he  liad 
on  the  headgear,  and  he  has  always, 
when  on  duty,  to  keeji  listening  in  this 
way  for  a  call — especially  when  the 
op»'rat<M"  is  new  to  it. 

There  are  alwa.^■s  strange,  weird 
sounds  coming  through  the  receiver 
that  the  novice  often  mistakes  for  a 
call,  which  tie.  of  course,  answers,  and 
then,  to  ills  dismay,  evokes  the  dire 
wrath  of  an  operator  at  another  sta- 
tion, who  asks  him  in  language  more 
emphatic  than  polite,  what   he  wants. 

On  one  occasion,  when  I  neglected  to 
ansv«er  such  a  call  signal  promptly — it 
came  from  a  man-of-war — 1  was  sud- 


denly startled  by  hearing  the  follow- 
ing message  tapped  out  in  Morse:  "Send 
another  operator  to  X.  The  man  there 
must  be  dead."  But  I  promptl.v  i.ioved 
that   I   was   m.l. 


RAILWAY  RESTRRTIONS. 


Looking  After  Selioollioys — Where 
a  Loeomotive  W  as  a  -Nuisaiue, 

Kailway  .Magaxine;  ^5onle  nf  the  pro- 
visions of  acts  of  parliament  relating 
lo  railuays  In  their  early  days  secni 
very  curious  to  us  now. 

The  Great  Western  Railway  com- 
pany was  specially  f')rbidden  by  act  of 
parliament  t<»  make  a  railway  within 
three  miles  of  Kton  college  w  ith<»ut  tin* 
con.sent    of    the    provost    and    fellows. 

•More  singular  still  was  a  provision  that 
th"  cotnjjany  should  maintain  at  it.s 
own  expenst'  a  nuinbi-r  of  watohineii 
lo  insure  that  no  Flon  boy  got  on  tin- 
line.  The  Great  Western  i-oiiipany 
actually  observed  this  obligation  for 
niori>  than  forl,v  years. 

Kton  was  not  the  only  scholastic 
inslitutin  whose  rulers  thotiglrt  it  net-- 
••s.sar>'  to  get  spec-ial  prot.-eii.ui  for 
th -ir  scholars  and  stiuleiils  fi.uii  f.i.- 
contaniinition  of  the  ruilwa.v.  The 
"vice  chancellor,  the  prix-lors  and 
pro-proclors  for  the  time  being  '»f  the 
L'nivt-rsity  of  <  ixford.  the  hi'U<ls  of  col- 
leges and  h.ills  and  the  marshal  of  Un- 
said uiiivt-rsity,"  and  pi-rsons  app.dnt- 
ed  by  them,  have  to  htls  day.  under 
the  Great  Western  rail.vay  act  of  IS 43. 
the  right  of  free  access  "to  every  de- 
pot or  slalion  for  the  reception  «d'  pas- 
sengers proceeding  by  Ihe  trains  on 
the  .said  railway,"  and  can  demand  i.i- 
formation  "witii  referent-e  lo  any  pas- 
ycng.-r  or  pers.ui  ha\iiig  pa.sscd  or  up- 
jdying  to  puss  upon  Hie  said  railway, 
who  shall  be  a  nniiiber  f»f  siu  h  uni- 
versity or  suspected  of  being  such." 
The  penall.v  upon  any  person  refusing 
access  or  iiiformatiou  is  if.. 

So  recently  as  isiji;  the  Cambridge 
university  authorities  put  the  (ireat 
lOastern  railway  under  obligation  by 
a  clause  in  their  act  of  that  year  "not 
to  take  up  or  set  down  pa.ssengers  at 
<"ambridge  station  or  at  any  place 
within  three  miles  thereof  belwt-en  Hi.- 
hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  .'»  p.  m.  on  any 
.Sunday,"  the  pctialty  for  a  breach  be- 
ing £5  a  pa.s.senger.  The  pa.ssage  "or 
at  any  place  within  three  miles  ihere- 
<jf"  was  repe.'iled  by  .'i  lati-r  ;icl,  and  I 
p.  m.  substituted  for  .".  i).  m.  The  ob- 
ligation was  actually  observed  for  a 
considerable  jieriod.  but  it  gradually 
became  a  dead  b-lter,  and  was  finally 
repealed  by  an  act  of  the  i>re.sent  year. 

The  London  &  Xorthwestern  railway 
was  also  subject  to  many  strange  pro- 
hibitions and  restricHons.  "It  shall  not 
be  lawful  lor  the  railway  company  to 
ust'  any  Pjcomotive  engine  upon  the 
railway  within  Hn-  town  of  Liver- 
pool." »-nacts  tile  Liverjioo!  and  Man- 
chester railway  ad  of  isiitj;  but  th.- 
why  and  wherefore  of  this  drastic  en- 
aclinejit  do  not  appear,  even  in  a  pre- 
amble. .\n  amusing  t-nactnienl  is  <"on- 
taiiied  in  clause  IG  of  the  Liverpool 
and  .Manchester  railway  act  of  lsi»J. 
which  provides  that  "no  si';am  engine 
shall  be  set  ui>  in  th'-  township  -tt  Bur- 
lonwood  or  Winwick.  and  no  locomo- 
tive shall  be  allowed  lo  pa.ss  along  the 
line  within  those  townships  which 
shall  be  consider.-d  by  Thomas  L<jr<i 
Lilford  or  by  the  rector  <jf  Winwick  to 
be  a  nuisance  or  annoyance  to  them 
fre.m   the  nois.-   or  .smoke   thereol."

This  idea  originaletl  in  Greece, 
where  the  wine  growi-rs.  being  bailly 
c  ff  for  w  .)od  with  which  lo  construct 
H.eir  casks  o  naci.-ounl  of  the  excessive 
cost  of  Us  inii}ortal!on.  bit  tipon  the 
expedient  of  using  paper  in  the  mak- 
ing of  the!  •  barrels.

CANADIAN  MINERS  ARE  QUIET. 

BUT  STRIKE  IS  IN  FULL  FORCE 


Winnipeg.  Man.,  April  3.— .Special 
dispatches  received  here  today  from 
the  coal  regions  of  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia  state  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  mines  operated  by  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  company,  all 
the  miners  employed  in  the  Lethbridge, 
Bankhead,  Maple  Leaf.  Passburg, 
Blairmore.  Hill  Crest,  Lille  and  Cole- 
man mines  are  on  strike.  The  miners 
are  quiet,  but  the  strike  Is  in  fuil 
force  The  strikers  are  of  the  opuuon 
that  the  supplv  of  c-al  Is  short  and 
that  the  operators  mast  come  to  the 
greement  signed  by  the  Crow  s  Nest 
Pass  Coal  company.  The  operators 
argue  that  as  the  summer  season  Is  at 
hand,  the  demand  for  coal  will  not  be 
so   great.  „ 

The  men  at  the  Fernle  camps  say 
they  will  take  no  notice  of  the  Lem- 
ieux  law  as  no  act  of  parliament  can 
compel     them     to     work     without       an 


agreement.  Their  leaders  have  pr«.m- 
if-ed  them  that  they  will  test  the  act 
at  the  first  opportunity.  At  Feinle 
the  stocks  of  coal  are  equal  to  the 
demand   for   a   time.

OLD  SURVEY 
MAY^USED 

Line  From  Gunflint  Lake 

to  Ely  Is  Already 

Mapped  Out. 

Believed  That  Canadian 

Northern  Will  Build 

the  Extension. 


Horace  Johnson,  auditor  of  the  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  railroad,  returned 
yesterday  from  Winnipeg,  where  a 
conference  of  railroad  men.  In  regard 
to  the  projected  extension  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  line  from  Gunflint  lake 
to  Hly.  was  held. 

According  to  Mr.  Johnson,  the  route 
from  Gunflint  lake  to  Ely  has  been 
surveyed  for  a  number  of  years.  Some 
time  ago  it  was  proposed  to  build  a 
railroad  from  Gunflint  lake  to  Ely,  and 
all  preparations  were  made  for  tiie 
construction  of  the  line,  when  suddenly 
all  plans  were  dropped.  It  is  this  old 
survey,  that  Mr.  Johnson  believes  tiie 
Canadian  Northern  railroad  will  utilize, 
should  tlie  officials  of  that  road  decide 
to       build    tho    proposed    extension. 

.Mr.  .lolinson  is  of  the  opinion  that  If 
the  road  is  constructed  from  Gunflint 
lake  to  Ely,  it  will  be  constructed  by 
the  Canadian  Northern  and  not  by  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  com- 
pany. 

The  extension  would  be  only  about 
thirtv-five  or  forty  miles  In  length. 
How'ev-r.  it  would  be  through  a 
country  that  is  very  rough  and  the 
building  of  the  extension  would  Involve 
manv   difficulties. 

Mr.  Johnson  believes  that  the  Cana- 
dian Noithern  will  construct  the  road, 
so  it  would  give  tlnU  road  a  direct 
line  to- Ely  and  Duluth  and  that  sec- 
tion of  the  state  is  in  need  of  a  rail- 
road.

He  declares  that  "the  opportunities 
for  farmers  to  settle  on  the  new  and 
cutover  lands  In  Northern  Wiscon- 
sin are  many  and  favorable." 

In  urging  the  advantag<'S  of  this  new 
agricultural  region,  he  gives  ten  points 
which  will  aSBlst  the  new  farmer  in 
attaing  succes.s: 

■Grow  clover  on  your  land;  it  is 
the   best   crop   you   can   raise. 

"fiiltivate  well  at  least  a  part  of 
your  land;  do  not  attempt  to  clear 
too   large  a    farm   at   once. 

"Dairy  cows  and  .«he<'p  should  be 
kept     on    every    Murthern     Wisconsin 

farm. 

"Grow  cultivated  crops,  potatoes. 
rtM.ts  crops  and  corn  on  at  lea.-<t  one- 
fourth  of  your  land. 

"Strawberries  and  garden  vegetables 
pay  well  if  near  a  market  or  sliipplng 
point. 

"Improve  some   land  every  year. 

'Do  not  spend  too  much  money  on 
buildings  first,  but  see  that  they  are 
comfortable. 

"Adoi.t  your  farming  to  your  loca- 
tion. 

"Kotate  your  erops,  ''■■ay  in  this  or- 
der: Clover.  eulli\at(il  ir><[>s.  stiiall 
grain  and  clover  again. 

"Jtcmember  that  all  useful  perma- 
nent impruviiiieiiis  are  additions  to 
vour  capital.  ■ 

.Vt  the  three  northern  suV-rstations 
at  Ashland,  Superior  and  Iron  Ulver, 
the  problems  confronting  farmers  in 
the  new  territory  are  being  worked 
out  and  results  given  directly  to  farm- 
er-s  in  these  sections.  Bulletins  giving 
results  with  various  crops  in  this  sec- 
tion may  be  had  by  addressing  to  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Slat  ion. 
iMadison,  Wis. 

"Clover  in  the  most  valuable  crop 
that  can  be  grown  in  Northern  Wis- 
consin." writes  .Mr.  Delwiche,  "and 
every  effttrt  should  be  made  to  ob- 
tain "good  plants.  Every  settler  should 
get  at  hast  one  or  two  good  cows, 
which  may  be  graced  <>n  adjoining 
wild  lands,  and  with  proper  care  ajid 
fetd  a  good  cow  will  give  a  net  return 
of  $.'.u  to  $76  per  year.  Sheep  are  a 
great  h(  Ip  in  clearing  land.  Chickens 
pay  good  returns  and  every  farmer 
should  have  a  fh.ck.  A  few  pigs 
sliould  also  be  raised  to  furnish  at 
least  a  part  of  the  family  meat  sup- 
ply"  

INDIANS  MADE  HAPPY. 

Their  Allowance  of  $10  ^Vill  Not  be 
Cut  Off  as  Reported. 

Ashland.  Wis..  April  3. —  (Speeial  to 
The  Herald  I — \ttorney  Frank  B. 
Lamoreux  has  received  word  from  the 
Indian  department  at  Washington  re- 
garding lis  action  in  abolishing,  on 
March  1.  the  |10  a  month  allowance 
to  all  Indians. 

At  the  request  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
reservation,  Air.  Lamoreux  wrote  to 
Senator  La  Follctte  protesting  against 
'-  I.  ti  an  ortler.  Receiving  no  reply, 
.Mr  Lamoreux  took  the  matter  up 
with  S<-nati'r  Stephenson,  who  called 
ut>on  the  Indian  commission  and  pre- 
sented the  protest  to  the  chiefs  with 
the  result  that  Acting  Commissioner 
Valentine  wrote  to  Senator  Slephnson 
a  letter  in  which  the  order  is  in- 
terpreted in  such  a  way  as  to  modify 
verv    much    its    original    construction. 

Mr.  Valentine  -says  his  order  was 
mi.»4understuod;  that  it  is  the  Intention 
of  the  i'ifice  to  continue  to  grant 
monthly  allowance  to  Indians  who  are 
Incapable  of  .'•upporting  themselves  by 
their  own  efforts  and  have  no  other 
means  of  support.  Mr.  Valentine  says 
that  only  the  class  of  Indians  whose 
monthly  allowance  will  be  cut  off  Is 
the    •.ible-boilied   and  capable." 


MANY  GRANGES 
ARE  ORGANIZED

Germfask,  Mich.,  April  3.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — As  the  result  of  a 
broken  arm,  which  made  it  Impossible 
fur  him  to  follow  his  usual  vocation, 
John  F.  Wilde,  a  prosperou.s  young 
dairyman  of  Ottawa  county,  this  state, 
came  to  the  .  upper  peninsula  last 
December  in  tht-  interests  of  the  State 
Gtange.  of  which  order  he  is  an  en- 
thusijistlc    member. 

Since  that  time  he  has  organized 
eighteen  subordinate  and  one  county 
grange  in  the  counties  of  Luce,  Mack- 
inac, Delta  and  Schoolcraft,  with  an 
aggregate  enrollment  of  sftme  hun- 
dred.«  of  members,  and  he  has  taken 
the  initial  steps  towards  the  forma- 
tion of  several  other  branches  of  the 
big   agricultural    society. 

Practically  all  of  his  work  has  been 
done  tui  foot,  and  there  have  been 
many  day.s  during  his  hou.se-to-house 
canvass  that  he  has  walked  an  aver- 
age of  twenty  miles.  His  record  is 
considered  a  remarkable  one.  The 
county  grange,  or  Pomona,  is  estab- 
lished in  Schoolcraft  county. 

Subordinate  lodges  of  the  Grange 
have  been  instituted  In  other  portions 
of  the  upper  peninsula,  these  for  the 
most  part  in  Houghton,  Gogebic,  Iron 
and  Menominee  counties,  and  it  is 
predicted  that  eventually  the  Grange 
will  become  a  political  factor  of  great 
importance  in   the   region.

Head  of  Notorious  Band 

of  Horse  Thieves  (Way 

be  Taken. 

Minot,  N.  D..  April  3.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.; — Upon  the  arrival  here 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  Canadian 
mounted  police  of  the  Northwest  will 
depend  tJie  verihcation  of  tlie  suspicion 
of  the  Ward  county  authorities  that 
the  leader  of  one  of  the  moat  noted 
gang  of  horse  thieves  that  ever  oper- 
ated on  both  sides  of  the  line  by  means 
of  a  sort  of  "underground  '  tactics  is 
here    and    can    be    taken    when    needed. 

Depulv  Dick  Steinhofer  yesterday  lo- 
cated what  is  thought  to  be  some 
of  the  spoils  of  this  band,  in  the 
way  of  three  high  bred  horses,  two  or 
three  saddles  and  some  blankets  that 
were  located  in  a  Minot  livery  stable. 
The  person  in  charge  of  the  horses 
and  eijulpment  are  being  shadowed 
while  the  superintendent  of  mounted 
police  of  Canada  was  notified  to  come 
and    identify    the    property. 

In  this  specific  instance,  three  horses 
and  various  paraphernalia  were  stolen 
from  Moose  Jaw.  Canada.  Among  the 
animals  was  a  standard  high  lired 
trotting  horse,  a  black  and  a  bay  geld- 
ing. The  animals  located  by  the 
Ward  county  authorities  tallies  with 
this  description  to  a  T.  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  aulliorities  have  the 
right  man.  The  horses  were  stolen 
on  March  17.  and  believing  that  the 
hor.se  thteves  went  south.

—  That  the 
Payne  bill  Is  filled  with  riotous  imper- 
fections, is  a  false  pretense,  is  designed 
to  cover  the  extravagances  of  the  Re- 
publican administration,  that  it  does 
not  redeem  party  pledges,  and  that  it 
sounds  the  death  knell  of  the  dominant 
parte,  are  some  of  the  criticisms  passed 
upoii  the  measure  by  the  Democrats  in 
the  house.  Mr.  Clayton  of  Alabama, 
wanted  free  lumber,  hides,  boots,  slioes, 
bagging  and  cotton  ties.  The  speech  ol 
Mr.  Clayton  was  of  considerable  length, 
and  he  engaged  In  several  heated  col- 
lotiuys  with  members  on  the  Republi- 
can side. 

Mr.  Clayton  referred  to  the  Iowa 
idea'  when  he  was  Interrupted  by  Mr. 
Kendal!  of  Iowa,  with  the  remark  that 
there  was  no  "Iowa  idea'  In  Iowa  that 
did  not  indorse  protection.  This  led  to 
an  exciting  collotiuy  In  which  Clayton 
referred  Kendall  to  Senator  Cummins 
and  advised  liim  to  wrestle  with  the 
senator  over  the  difference  between  a 
Republican  tariff  and  the  senator's 
idea  of  "lowering  tliat  prohibition  wall 
so  that  ct.mpetition  from  abroad  may 
come  in  and  drive  the  trusts  to  shelter 
and  enable  the  consuming  Americans 
to  buv  what  they  need  in  the  daily 
walks  of  life  at  a  reasonable  price." 

The  Payne  bill  was  dead,  said  Clay- 
ton. "Uf  tourse.  It  will  pass  heer."  he 
said,  "and  you  will  save  your  faces  so 
far  as  the  house  Is  eoncerned  but 
evervbody  knows  that  Marse  AldrUh 
is  going  to  write  the  bill."  He  pictured 
Payne  coming  in  next  Monday  with  the 
batking  of  the  rules  committee  and 
making  ready  to  put  the  bill  tlirough. 
"I  suppose."  he  addt^d,  "Dr.  Cannon  will 
stand  by  tlie  bedside,  and  he  will  say 
something  to  the  rank  and  file  of  Ills 
party,  who  want  committee  preferment 
next  December,  a  power  we  tried  to 
take  from  him,  and  I  wish  we  had 
taken  it  away;  ami  if  we  had  done  that, 
we  would  have  your  Republican  party 
now    in    a    state    of    "betw^eenity." 

Mr.  Clark  of  Missouri  deelared  that 
•S'enator  Cuinmins  had  said  tliat  "all  the

MAKING     A     FISHING     ROD. 

From  the  Field:  Queensland  wioda 
have  lately  come  Into  fashion  for  Iho 
making  of  fisliing  rods.  The  South 
American  gieenheart  wa.s  imported  in- 
to Australia  and  New  Zealand  exten- 
sively, formerly,  but  this  has  been 
sui>erseded  by  the  woods  of  the  Queens- 
land forests,  which  furnish  material 
for  the  building  of  a  very  effective  rod, 
and  (here  is  talk  of  establishing  an  ex- 
port  trade. 

The  following  descripti'.n  ,r  a  Ash- 
ing rod  made  from  these  Australian 
woods  illustrates  the  point.  I-'or  the 
Itutt  black  wood  was  employed.  This 
Is  a  dark  colored,  nicely  figured,  close 
grained  timber,  very  hard  and  heavy. 
It  Is  used  chiefly  as  a  substitute  for 
the  walnut,  and  has  been  turned  to 
advantage  In  gun  stocks.  Joinery  and 
cabinet  work  and  can  be  carved  for 
panels.  ^  ^.    ., 

The  middle  Joint  was  of  spotted 
gum  one  of  the  myrtaceae.  It  is  a 
grayish  timber;  the  grain,  while  often 
perfectiv  straight,  is  occasionally  In- 
terlocked; a  hard,  tough  and  elastic 
wood;  it  is  much  used  for  the  making 
of  spokes  shafts,  piles,  ax  handlea, 
rims    and    many    other    iturposes. 

Tlie  lop  Joint  was  constructed  of  a 
red  bum,  a  straight  fibred,  tough  wood, 
which,  although  heavy  may  be  worke.i 
freely.  This  is  another  valuable  and 
commi>n  wood,  being  largely  employed 
in  the  construction  of  carriag'^s.  ship.s, 
buildings   and   bridges.

ating expenses  and  places  something 
In  the  treasury  each  month.  By 
diverting  the  $20,000  in  interest  to  the 
treasury  and  doubling  "the  output  of 
the  mines  and  smelter,  which  can 
easily  be  done,  a  g  »od  treasury  and 
dividend  fund  coul»»  be  built  up  very 
nulckly.  The  mine.*  of  the  company, 
tinder  the  manag'-itwnt  of  ijscar  Kohn. 
who  succeeded  Ralph  Baggaley.  have 
Iteen  put  In  exceMent  condition  and 
have  been  constantly  Improving.  About 
liO  tons  of  first-class  ore  and  200  tons 
of  second-chiss  are  mined  dally,  and 
even  with  the  present  capacity  of  the 
smelter  the  production  can  be  greatly 
increased.  However,  the  smelter  is 
being  reconstructed  and  enlarged,  and 
this  work  will  be  completed  about  the 
middle  of  July  or  first  -of  August,  and 
the  capacity  will  [hen  be  500  tons  per 
dav.  and  the  concentrator  will  have  a 
capa<dty  of  2.10  tons.  There  is  talk 
of  enlarging  the  concentrator  to  500 
tons  also,  and  this  will  probably  be 
done,  as  the  expense  will  be  compara- 
tively small,  the  plant  being  con- 
structe(l  on  the  unit  plan,  providing 
for  additions.

The  mines  were  then  shut  down, 
but  it  was  too  expensive  a  proi)osition 
to- keep  them  closed  ami  Mr.  Kohn  be- 
gan a  reconstruction  of  tho  old  Bag- 
galey smelter,  and  It  was  soon  con- 
verted Into  a  respectable,  ordinary 
smelter,  of  200-ton  blast  furnace  caiia- 
clty.  Then  the  mines  were  started 
up  again  and  were  operated  at  a  profit 
•all    through    the    panic    and    ever    since. 

roBverter     Rebuilt. 

The  converter  plant  was  entirely  re- 
built and  the  standard,  acid-lined  con- 
verters put  in.  A  2J0-toii  concentrat- 
ing plant  was  also  built  during  the 
summer  of  1908.  The  blast  furnace 
capacity  Is  now  toeing  InoreiLsed  by 
'00  tons,  and  the  concentrator  will 
likely  be  Increase*!  to  like  capacity. 
The  first-class  ore  sent  to  the  smelter 
averages  about  7  per  cent  copper,  and 
the  second-class,  going  to  the  concen- 
trator, runs  l>etween  3  and  4  per  cent. 
Most  of  the  mining  is  done  on  the  fine 
ore  bodies  near  the  east  and  west  emls 
of  the  property,  about  2.000  feet  apart.

GIBSON  MINE  Hl^S  BEEN  SOLD 

Eastern  Capitalists  Buy  Globe  Property  After  Over- 
coming Obstacles  Which  Stopped  Fariier  Negoti- 
ations—Important Strike  of  High  Grade  Ore. 


Globe.  Ariz.,  April  3. — Following  close 
upon  tlie  announcement  of  an  Import- 
ant strike  of  high  grade  ore  in  the 
(Jlbson  mine,  came  a  telegram  from  S. 
L.  Gibson,  dated  at  Boston,  stating 
that  he  had  closed  the  deal  for  the 
sale  of  the  Gibson  property  to  a  syn- 
dicate of  capitalists  with  whom  nego- 
tiations were  had  several  months 
ago. 

It  was  in  November  last  that  a  party 
of  Boston  capitalists  and  mining 
men  visited  Globe,  and  spent  several 
days  at  the  Gibson  camp,  making  a 
careful  examination  of  the  property 
of  the  Gibson  Copper  company.  Ap- 
parently the  inspection  was  satisfac- 
tory, and  the  deal  was  about  to  be 
closed,  when  a  hitch  occurred  over 
the  terms  of  the  sale,  negotiations 
were  abruptly  broken  off  and  the  Bos- 
ton men  departed  for  the   East. 

.\bout  a  month  ago,  S.  L.  Gibson, 
who  with  William  (Tip)  Henderson, 
owns  over  9S>  per  cent  of  the  stock  of 
the  Gibson  Copper  company,  went 
out  with  the  view  of  either  financing 
or  disposing  of  the  property,  ami  ar- 
riving in  Boston  reopened  negotia- 
tions with  the  parties  who  visited  the 
property  four  months  ago.  The  price 
agreed  upon  at  that  time  was  $C50,- 
000.  of  which  $125,000  was  to  have 
been  paid  when  the  papers  were 
signed,  and  it  was  over  the  date  ot 
the  second   payment   that   the  disagree-

Marquette  range  in  Michigan,  trained 
expert.-*  in  the  employ  of  tho  United 
.si;i'.  -  Si.-.-l  corporation  give  testi- 
mony in  substantlatlr>n  of  the  claim 
that  the  iron  ore  reserves  of  tho  Lake 
Supi-rior  region  are  practically  un- 
limited. Of  ores  whose  metallic  con- 
tent assays  Sf.  per  cent  and  better, 
they  estimate  there  are  no  less  than 
7S>.f.tJ0,000.000  tons.  Two  and  one- 
half  billions  of  this  stupendous  aggre- 
gate they  class  as  ore  running  55  per 
cent  and  better,  and  5,060.000.000  they 
class  at  45  per  cent  ore.  No  estimate 
is  made  of  the  reserves  of  30  per  cent 
ore,  the  amount  of  which  Mr.  Maa> 
has  placed  far  in  the  billions  of  tons. 
In  the  whole  of  the  United  States,  the 
ores  grading  3  5  per  cent  and  better 
are  estimated  at  H9. 315, 000. 000  tons. 

That  these  estimates  are  by  no 
means  exaggerated  is  the  opinion  of 
Congressman  H.  O.  Young  of  Ishpem- 
ing.  who  represents  the  upper  penin- 
sula district.  In  which  all  of  the 
Michigan  iron  mines  are  located.  Prior 
to  his  election  to  congress.  Mr.  Young 
was  connected  with  the  Steel  corpor- 
ation In  an  otflcial  capacity,  and  he 
has  operated  mines  on  his  own  ac- 
count. He  is  entirely  familiar  with 
tho  Lake  Superior  region  and  its  re- 
sources. Writing  concerning  the  mat- 
ter of  ore  reserves.  Mr.  Young  says: 

"One  of  the  principal  reason? 
urged  for  the  abolition  of  the  tariff  on 
Iron  ore  is  the  idea,  founded  on  some 
loose  obftervations  of  Andrew  Carnegie 
to  the  effect  that  our  ore  reaervea  are 


being  rapidly  used  up  and  that  it 
might  be  wise  to  save  what  we  had 
and  buy  abroad.  This  idea  is  based 
upon  an  entirely  false  pretense.  Our 
supply  of  Iron  ore  is  not  nearlng  ex- 
haustion, but  is  almost  boundless  In 
extent  and  It  is  probable  that  the  de- 
posits undiscovered  largely  exceed 
tho.se  of  which  we  have  definite  knowl- 
edge. But  these  latter  are  so  great 
as  to  almost  stagger  belief." 

Mr.  Young  refers  to  the  estimate  of 

the  trained  experts  of  the  big  mining 
company,  which  estimate  was  made 
long  before  the  tarifi:  investigaion 
was  insituted,  and  says  that  the  geo- 
logical survey  has  been  carrying  on 
an  Independent  investigation  of  its 
own  which  he  Is  Informed  shows  sub- 
stantial agreement  with  the  figures.  He 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  Ger- 
many Is  using  a  great  deal  of  ore  as 
low  a  grade  as  30  per  cent,  and  says 
that  .such  ores  in  this  country,  while 
not  marketable  today,  must  eventual- 
ly be  used.  "OUr  true  policy,"  he  says 
"would  be  to  oncyurage  the  use  of  a 
mixture  of  the  lo\v  grade  ores,  thus 
conserving  some  «^iif  the  higher  grade 
reserves,  to  be  used  as  a  mixture  for 
many  decades  to  come."'  The  congress- 
man adds:  "As  an  lostance.  tending  to 
show  that  we  have  not  as  yet  dis- 
covered more  than  a  small  portion  of 
the  iron  ore  wq  po.ssess  in  this  country 
I  wish  to  cite  the  experience  of  the 
Marquette  district,  in  which  I  live

at  any  former  time  in  its  history."

There  is  considerable  misapprehen- 
sion upon  the  subject  of  the  owner- 
ship of  the  Lake  Superior  ores.  It 
has  been  said  that  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  owns  the  bulk  of  the 
vast  deposits  of  high  grade  ores  on  the 
Mesaba  range.  The  fact  is  that  that 
company  controls  less  than  half  of 
such  ores.  It  is  also  assumed  by  .some 
that  the  ore  to  be  obtained  by  the 
Bteel  corporation  from  w  hat  are  known 
as  the  Hill  lands,  and  on  which  heavy 
royalties  are  to  be  paid,  constitutes 
the  greater  part  of  the  company's 
holdings.  It  relatively  constitutes  a 
small  part  of  its  holdings,  probably 
not  over  a  fourth.  Very  few  of  the 
ores  in  the  Michigan  or  Minnesota 
districts  are  owned  in  fee  by  any  large 
corporation,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Great  Northern,  which  leases  to  the 
Steel  corporation.  Nearly  all  of  these 
ores  are  owned  by  private  Individuals 
and  are  leased  to  the  large  corpor- 
ations upon  leases  running  twenty  or 
thirty  years,  occasionally  for  a  little 
longer  period. 

Practically  all  of  these  lea.ses  con- 
tain a  provision  permitting  the  lessee, 
on  notice  of  thirty  or  sixty  days,  to 
throw  up  the  lea^e.  In  a  period  of  de- 
pression when  the  demand  does  not 
justify  the  working  of  all  the  mines, 
fee  c^ners,  who  desire  their  mines 
operated,  usually  make  concessions  in 
the  rate  of  royalty,  and  in  many  in- 
stances, where  they  are  unwilling  to 
make  such  concessions  as  the  lessees 
deem  reasonable,  the  latter  abandon 
the  leases  under  the  right  reserved  so 
to  do.  There  are  statutes  making  .such 
agreementa   leffal.    although    the    con- 


ment  occuprred.  While  the  terms  of 
the  deal  closed  in  B.)ston  are  not 
definitely  known  here,  the  value  placed 
on  the  propert.v  is  believed  to  be  not 
materially  different  from  that  agreed 
upon  in  the  previous  deal. 

Tile  Gibson  mine  gained  the  repu- 
tation locally  of  producing  the  richest

Two  More  Furnaces  Blown  in— Full  Battery  of  Eight 

Working— Smelter  Operated  at  Limit,  First 

Time  in  Eighteen  Months. 


Cananea.  Mex.,  April  3, — Two  more 
furnaces  have  been  blown  In  at  the 
Greene-Cananea  smelter.  This  makes 
the  full  battery  of  eight  furnaces  in 
operation,  and  for  the  first  time  in  over 
a  year  and  a  half  the  smelter  is  run- 
ning full   blast. 

Following  so  closely  upon  the  ru- 
mors of  an  Impending  shutdown,  the 
action  of  the  company  In  increasing 
operations  rather  than  curtailing  pro- 
duction because  of  the  low  price  of 
copper  will  necessarily  create  consid- 
erable comment  of  a  nature  favorable 
to  the  company  and  Its  efficient  man- 
agement. 

With  eight  furnaces  in  operation,  the 
output  of  the  Cananea  company  will 
be    larger   than   ever    before   in    its   his- 


tory, as  the  efriclency  of  the  reduc- 
tion works  has  been  doubled  since 
Dr.  RIcketts  look  charge  as  general 
manager. 

Whether  or  not  production  on  such 
a  large  scale  will  be  continued  Is  not 
known,  though  It  Is  reported  that  at 
least  seven  stacks  will  be  kept  con- 
tinuously if  the  present  plans  of  tho 
management  remain  unchanged.  In 
some  circles,  however.  It  Is  believed  to 
be  an   experiment. 

From  detail  statements  of  Greone- 
trananea  operators.  It  Is  apparent 
that  the  company  has  met  the  de- 
crease in  the  price  of  the  inet.il  by  a 
lower  cost  of  production,  and  It  Is  un- 
derstood that  the  metal  Is  being  pro- 
duced now  at  a  cost  of  10  cents  per 
pound  or  a  fraction  lower.

mine,  and  thefe  is  no  indication  that 
the   body   will   tall   out. 

The  ore  is  very  heavy  In  Iron,  and 
contains  unlimited  quantities  of  cu- 
prite, tlie  oxide  here  resembUng  al- 
most to  a  nicety  the  ores  taken  out 
of   the   Bisbee  shafts. 

In  the  April  Fool  shaft,  where  fine 
ore  was  struck  several  days  ago  a 
new  station  has  been  cut  and  a  pump 
has  been  Installed  there  to  take  care 
of  the  water.  The  new  balliis  frame 
Is  now  up  at  the  Miami  shaft,  and  an 
engine  and  boiler  have  been  Installed 
there  to  do  the  hoisting  work  at  this 
mine.

Intolerance  drove  ihe  Pilgrim  fathers 
to  New  linglaml  and  when  they  got  there  they 
were  just  as  inltderant  in  intlicting  their  opinions 
upon  society  as  their  persecutor*  in  lingland  were 
in  attempting  to  say  how  and  when  and  where  God 
should  be  worshiped.  The  I'uritan  believed  his 
religion  so  thoroughly  that  he  made  it  the  gov- 
ernment of  every  man's  every  act.  and  according 
lo  the  dictates  of  a  supersensitive  conscience  was 
ii  decided  how  each  man  sln^uld  live  down  to  the 
mo^t  ordinary  acts  of  life.  Time  softened  the 
Puritan  and  his  intolerance  gradually  wore  away, 
but  tnuch  of  it  remains  today.  Blue  laws  arc  still 
in  ft>rce  on  the  statute  books  of  Mas-sachusetts  and 
other  New  England  stales  ami  quite  frequently 
they  are  resurrected  and  cnforcc<l,  as  for  instance 
when  but  a  short  time  ago  the  mayor  c»f  Boston 
forhitK  the  production  of  a  scciic  from  "E'olly  of 
the  Circus"  at  a  charity  entertainment.  The  scene 
had  a  bedroom  in  it  and  some  old  blue  law  of 
Massachusetts  forbade  the  looking  upon  of  bed- 
rooms except  in  the  darkness  of  the  night.  So 
Mi--  Mabel  Taliaferro  did  not  give  that  beautiful 
;ind  touching  scene  from  "Polly  of  the  Circus"  in 
Boston  town.  Where  such  intolerance  yet  holds 
sway  upon  occasion,  we  should  not  have  thought 
it  possible  that  a  voice  from  the  pulpit  should  bo 
raised  in  defense  of  the  game  of  baseball  upon  the 
Sabbalh  day.  Vet  here  is  the  N'ew  Haven  Regis- 
ter actually  printing  communications  fr<Jin  several 
pastors  in  that  city  favoring  S*»day  baseball.  "If 
the  testimony  of  other  clergj-nien  of  New  Haven," 
says  the  Register,  "should  be  found  to  agree  with 
that  which  the  Register  prints  twlay,  there  would 
be  a  substantial  weight  in  favor  of  the  bill  to 
permit  properly  regulated  baseball  in  New  Haven." 
If  anything  could  cause  a  turning  over  in  the 
graves  in  New  England  this  ought  to  do  it.  In 
Minnesota  of  the  West,  which  still  has  some  towns 
said  to  be  wild  and  woolly,  there  is  a  movement  of 
some  strength  to  discourage  baseball  on  Sunday 
and  in  some  of  our  frontier  towns  the  game  is 
imp->ssible  by  reason  of  public  sentiment  against 
it.  The  Minnesota  clergyman  who  has  the  courage 
to  write  a  defense  of  Sunday  baseball  and  publish 
it  in  the  newspapers  has  not  yet  published  abroad 
the  fact  that  he  has  got  that  courage. 

Peo[de  who  look  upem  Sunday  as  primarily  a 
day  of  rest  and  recreation  have  no  scruples  against 
baseball  and  other  games  upon  that  day;  those 
v\ho  l.)ok  upon  the  day  as  a  day  of  worship  think 
differently.  But  the  clergyman  who  advocates 
Sunday  baseball  in  the  newspapers  is  something 
new   under  the  sun.

He 
would  hesitate  about  placing  himself  in  a  position 
where  he  would  at  any  time  be  liable  to  spend 
thirty  days  in  jail,  and  there  would  be  fewer 
motor-car  murders. 

The  motor  car  murderer  is  in  some  respects 
the  most  horrid  of  all  murderers,  for  he  takes  life 
in  pure  reckless  abandon.  He  does  not  lie  in  wait 
for  his  victim  and  kill  him  for  revenge,  for  pas- 
sion, or  for  money,  but  blessed  himself  with  wealth, 
he  is  absolutely  careless  and  indifferent  to  the  fate 
of  those  who  are  not  nimble  enough  to  get  out  of 
his  way.  Swiftly  and  noiselessly  and  heedlessly 
he  bears  down  the  crowded  street.  A  little  child 
suddenly  darts  across  his  pathway  and  he  runs  it 
down.  He  throws  in  the  high  speed  gear  and 
drags  his  innocent  victim  at  headlong  speed  over 
the  pavement,  flinging  the  battered  body  aside  at 
last  or  c'ushing  it  completely  under  his  wheels. 
.•\round  the  nearest  corner  he  disappears  in  a  cloud 
of  dust  and  the  police  search  for  him  in  vain.  He 
has  had  his  sport  and  he  was  too  fast  for  punish- 
ment to  overtake  him.

He  simply  stated  that 
if  the  Paris  receivers  of  the  Secretan 
company  insisted  upon  the  terms  of 
the  contract  being  carried  out,  the 
price  of  copper  would  drop  to  5  cents, 
and  would  remain  at  that  price  until 
the  contract  with  the  Secretan  receiv- 
ers  had    run   out. 

The  youBg  -Vmerican  informed  the 
Paris  bankers  that  the  American  mines 
could  produce  copper  at  that  price,  and 
that  they  would  produce  it  until  they 
had  flnished  with  the  receivers  of  the 
M.    Secretan    company. 

"Will  you  grant  us  twenty-four 
hours'  consultation?"  asked  che  Ir*ari3 
bankers, 

.\t  the  end  of  that  time  they  an- 
nounced that  they  would  agree  to  any 
reasonable  terms  that  the  American 
mine  owners  might  make.  That  Is  the 
storv  of  the  attempt  to  corner  copper. 
.\nd  for  a  while  M.  .Secretan  had  the 
market  of  the  world  cornered  and  was 
making  the  consumers  walk  up  and 
pay  their  17  cents  a  pound  for  the 
metal.  But  he  fell  by  the  wayside, 
just  because  he  thought  that  America 
was  n  little  insignificant  country,  that 
didn't  produce  enough  copper  to  make 
a   mark    in   the   world's  mart. 

Other  men  have  made  the  same  mis- 
take   as    M.    Secretan.

Jesmore  recommends  that  it  be  placed 
in  the  care  of  some  one  who  knows 
little   of   politics.

The  more  people  we  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  more  we  realize  that 
we  are  in  a  world  inhabitated  by  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  folks.  And  th« 
more  carefully  we  study  human  types, 
the  optimist,  the  iiessiintst,  the  con- 
servative, the  radical,  the  individualist* 
the  Socialist,  the  free  lance  and  tha 
standpatter,  the  more  we  are  impressed 
with  the  part  each  has  to  play  in  life, 
and  with  the  spice  which  each  has  to 
contribute  to  the  compound  called  hu- 
man life.  If  the  thoughts  and  habit* 
of  all  of  us  ran  in  the  same  groove,  if 
we  were  constitutionally  alike,  it  would 
be  just  as  stujiid  a  world  as  It  would 
be  if  the  same  human  face  were  Iden- 
tically duplicated  in  multitudes  of  in- 
dividuals. So  when  you  get  to  wonder- 
ing why  neighbor  Jones  acts  this  way. 
and  Dean  Smith  that  way.  and  wishin|r 
they  were  not  so  "queer,"  our  sober 
second  thought  should  sugest  that 
these  very  human  oddities  are  one  im- 
pelling source  of  the  world's  progress. 
The  plaj'  of  personality  is  the  one 
thing  tliat  ought  to  be  encouraged  in 
every  arena  of  life.  Parents  should 
.sedulously  cultivate  it  in  their  chil- 
dren. It  Is  there  at  the  start  almost 
to  an  exaspuratlng  degree  at  times, 
and  as  the  antics  and  caprices  of  the 
>oungster3  begin  to  bec<ime  a  little 
wearisome,  the  first  parental  Impulse 
is  to  repress  tiie  expression  of  in- 
di\lduality.  The  child  may,  thereby, 
become  a  more  comfortable  child  to 
get  along  with;  but  .vou  may  be  hold- 
ing back,  or  even  extinguisliing  that 
wliich  is  most  precious  to  him,  namely, 
tlie  individual  contribution  tliat  he  has 
lo  make  to  the  world.  To  be  sure,  to- 
day It  lakes  the  form  of  trying  to  set 
the  parlor  furniture  on  tire;  but  20 
or  30  years  hence,  it  may  appear  In 
the  form  of  some  invention  or  dis- 
covery, some  poem  or  choice  bit  of 
literature.  Our  school.^  are  organized 
today  with  a  view  of  bringing  out  the 
personal  note  In  each  pupil,  not  to 
riHining  them  In  the  same  mold.  That 
Is  a  big  advance  on  the  time  when  each 
little  boy  or  girl  was  lookeil  upon  as 
a  mold  into  whieii  should  be  poured  a 
stream  of  facts.  The  purpose  n.>w  la 
to  bring  out  the  sparks  of  originality 
beneath    each    little   blouse. 

It  ought  to  be  a  richer  world  fifty 
years  hence,  when  the  individual  re- 
sources of  every  man  are  made  con- 
tributory to  the  life  of  oilier  men. 
Meantime,  we  must  learn  to  be  toler- 
ant of  those  human  types  that  relish 
and  seek  for  satisfactions  that  <lo  not 
appeal  to  us.  Vou  do  not  care  f"jr  this 
or  that  system  of  hygiene.  Very  well, 
let  it  ahine;  but  accord  your  neigh- 
bor full  right  to  get  along  with  one 
meal  a  day.  If  he  wants  to,  and  to 
chew  each  seji.-irate  morsel  of  food  at 
least  thirty-two  minutes.  You  do  not 
care  for  the  great  revival  meeting  with 
its  appeal  to  the  emotions  and  its 
catchy  gospel  tunes.  Well,  then,  don't 
go  and  liave  your  soul  or  your  asthetic 
sensibilities  iiarrowed  up.  Hut  accord 
vour  neighbor  the  privilege  of  being 
helped  and  uplifted  by  those  same 
s>;rvlces.  If  they  lead  him  lo  turn 
over  a  new  page  in  his  mora!  hisrory. 
be  glad  that  something  has  hail  that 
effect.  The  minute  we  begin  to  set  up 
our  individual  taste  ar  preference  as 
the  criterion  for  everyone  else,  we 
cultivate  everv  latent  germ  of  tyranny 
witl-.ln  us.  and  the  only  result  is  use- 
less irritation  for  ourselves,  for  we 
shall  not  oecome  strong  or  tyrannical 
enough  to  induce  everyone  to  follow 
our  lead. 

"You  can't  teach  your  gran'lmother 
how  to  pack  ashes."  is  a  homely  old 
adage  that  has  to  be  kept  in  mind 
when  we  trv  to  produce  uniformity  of 
behavior  on  the  jiart  of  our  fellows*. 
It  will  be  true  for  a  long  time  to  come 
that  what  is  one  man's  meat  is  another 
man's  poison.  We  can  Instruct,  per- 
suade, and  perhaj)s  <onvince  our  fel- 
low-men that  there  Is  a  more  excellent 
way.  but  there  is  a  certain  point  be- 
yond whicli  we  ought  not  to  care  to  go 
in  our  Invasion  of  che  personal  life. 
We  want  to  give  our  own  personality 
full  play  lo  make  It  count  for  all  It 
It  worth,  and  we  should  be  equally 
eager  to  preserve  and  put  at  the  serv- 
ice of  the  world  every  ounce  of  in- 
ilivldualltv  every  man  possesses — not 
his  original  sin  or  his  inherited  or 
chronic  weaknes*s;  but  the  tinest  and 
most  peculiar  traits  of  his  own  per- 
sonal .spirit.  No  man  can  give  any- 
llilng  better  to  the  world  than  him- 
self.

DANCE  IN  BOSTON 

Hammerstein  Heeds  Pro- 
test of  Governor  and 
Mayora 

Boston,  Mass.,  April  3. — The  opera, 
Salome,     which     the     Manhattan     opera 

con'.pany  intended  to  present  at  the 
Boston  theater  next  Thursday,  will  not 
be  given  because  of  protests  from  Gov- 
ernor Frank  S.  Draper,  Mayor  George 
A.  Hibbard.  Bishop  Lawrence  of  tlie 
r.\  iscopal  church.  Vicar  General  Pal- 
let son  of  the  Congregational  Trinitar- 
ian body,  e:;Gcvernor  Curtis  Guild, 
and   other   leading  citizens. 

The  clergy  objected  to  the  opera  on 
moral  grou"<ds  and  many  consider  that 
a  presentation  of  Salome  next  Thurs- 
dav  wouUi  be  ft  pt»fanation  of  Holy 
Week. 

Mayor  Hibbard  notified  the  lessees 
of  the  Boston  theater.  Frohman  &  Har- 
ris, that,  ii  the  Manhattan  company 
persisted  in  its  iivtention  to  produce 
Salome,  he  wouM  Invoke  such  power 
as  he  possessed  tf>  stop  the  presenta- 
tion. Gover.i'r  L'raper  informed  rep- 
resentatives of  the  company  that  he 
liad  no  authority  to  stop  the  produc- 
t^.-.n,  but  he  hoped  they  would  not  pre- 
sent It.

FILIPINO  FIGHTS 
FREE  SUGAR  IDEA 

Bernito  Lagard  Is  Heard 
in  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

Washington,  April  3. — Basing  his 
objection  to  the  Philippine  sections  of 
the  Payne  tariff  bill  on  the  provision 
which  admits  American  goods  in  un- 
limited quantity  Into  the  Islands  with- 
out wuty,  Benito  Legarda,  resident 
commissioner  for  liie  Philippines,  ad- 
dressed the  house  of  representatives 
todav.  He  pointed  out  that  the  ad- 
mission of  300.000  tons  of  Philippine 
sugar  free  into  the  United  States, 
would  not  Improve  conditions  In  the 
islands  immediately  because  the  Indus- 
try has  declined  one-half  during  Amer- 
ican occupation  and  because  China  is 
the  natuial  market  for  that  sugar.  Im- 
mediate benefit  might  not  accrue  to  the 
tobacco    Industry    either,    he    said. 

"Had  the  proposition  for  reciprocal 
free  trade  been  made  before  the  Phil- 
ippine assembly  w-as  constituted,"  said 
Legarde,  "little  if  any  opposition  would 
have  been  made.  But  today  that  as- 
sembly wishes  us  to  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  wishes  before  this  house  in 
order  that  you,  who  come  so  directly 
from  the  American  people  may  pass 
judgment  on  the  claims  of  these  over 
whom  you  exercise  sovereignty."

A  STIMULATOR 


Its  Good  Effect  on  Trad« 

Is  Noted    by 

Dun. 

New  York.  April  3.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.s  Deekly  Review  of  Trade  today 
says: 

The  stimulating  effect  of  fine  spring 
weather  is  shown  in  the  reports  from 
nearly  all  the  principal  cities.  Soma 
progress  is  making  toward  better 
things  in  iron  and  steel,  although  con- 
diti'uis  as  a  whole  remain  very  un- 
settled. The  continued  uncertainty  aa 
to  prices  in  some  finished  lines  is  the 
chief  drawback,  widely  circulated  re- 
ports of  further  price  culling  iiaving 
a  depressing  effect.  The  best  feature 
is  in  the  structural  division,  the  lowr 
prices  named  resulting  In  a  heavy 
movement,  while  orders  pending  ag- 
gregate   a    substantial    volume. 

In  the  primary  cotton  goods  market 
manufacturers  are  disposed  to  refuse 
contracts  for  future  siiipment,  indi- 
cations oointing  to  higlier  ratiier  than 
a  recession  in  prices.  Estimates  a9 
to  the  aggregate  business  done  since 
the  first  of  the  year  vary  from  100, ('CO 
bales  to  125,000  bales,  a  very  larg^ 
amount  for  this  period.  In  the  woolen 
goods  division  the  distriViution  of  sam- 
ple pieces  is  now  completed  and  the 
clothiers  will  begin  to  go  on  the  road 
next  week.  Some  duplicate  business 
is  alreadv  reported  in  the  primary 
market,  ah  indication  that  orders  have 
been  placed  by  retail  clothiers.  It  la 
expected  that  operations  on  overcoat- 
ings mav  begin  earlier  tliun  usual  thla 
year,  owing  to  the  many  new  style* 
that   have   been    shown. 

The  market  for  hides  is  fairly  well 
maintained,  although  the  demand  la 
only  moderate.  Sole  and  upper  leather 
continues  quiet,  although  there  haa 
been  a  slight  increase  in  the  demand 
and  tanners  are  holding  prices  steady 
owin^   to    the    high    market    for   hides.

Katharine  B.   Davis,  superintendent  of 
State   Reformatfiry  for  Women   at 
N.    v.,    was   the    only    Amerl- 
near  Syracuse;  at  the  time

This  story  of  what  happened  In  Syra- 
cuse   after    the    earthijuake     is    taken 
from    letters   written    by   Dr.    Davis   to 
friends  in  this  country. 

A  few  days  after  the  disa.ster  when 
tho   Russian      and      English      war.ships 
commenced   to   unload   their  hundreds 
of    w.ninded    in    Sicily,    Dr.    Davis 
turned    from    Girgentl      to      Syracuse, 
whore    many    of      the      victims 
landed.

]>r.  Davis  writes  that  "a  thousand 
mangled  people  at  a  tljne  Is  quit, 
enough."  For  two  days  she  assisted 
in  the  hospital  and  then  the  German 
and  Itallati  Red  Cross  physicians  came^ 
leaving  tho  local  doctors'  opportunity 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  outside 
hospitals.  "Enough  cannot  be  _ 
the  way  the  Germans  took  hold.  Dr. 
iyavis  writes.  "They  brtnight  severa 
carloads  of  materials.  The  chief  of 
the  expedition  told  me  that  two  hours 
from  the  time  he  received  his  orders, 
he  had  his  list  of  necessities  com- 
pleted. In  twenty-four  hours  every- 
thing had  been  bought,  packed 
loaded  in  the  train  and  the  exp 
had  started.  It  took  them 
to  get  here.  They  brought  folding 
iron  cobs,  mattress  covers,  baled  ex- 
cdsior  to  stuff  them,  bedding,  food,  all 
surgical  supplies,  eight  trained  nurses 
:_overything.  They  came  with  the 
same  military  discipline  thf-y-  iised 
when  they  went  to  the  Russlan- 
iapanese  Var.  for  this  is  the  same 
man  or  one  of  them,  who  went  thei^^e 
They  built  brick  ovens  for  cooking 
and  hot  water,  and  in  less  than  lv%o

.sentatlve,    was    given    an    otlice    in    the 
Municipio    and    finally    persuaded    the 
mayor  to  start  relief  work  for   men — 
road  building  and  shoe  making — "a  la 
American,"  as  she  writes.

.Mining  company,  secured  a  lease  on  the 
prtfperty  of  the  Hester  A.  Mining  com- 
panv.  in  the  Galena  district.  This  is 
an  old  pyrltic  property.  In  the  early 
days  It  was  a  steady  shipper  of  high- 
grade  ore,  much  of  its  material  run- 
ning $75  a  ton  gobl.  Tlie  property  was 
never  well  opent-d  up  and  examination 
shows  that  it  contains  much  high- 
grade  material  and  considerable  $10 
ore  that  cannot  be  treated  by  present 
methods. 

The  Kuby  Mining  company,  composed 
of  Black  Hills  men,  has  been  formed 
to  operate  in  the  Iron  Creek  district. 
The  directors  are:  B.  C.  Atlerberry,  R. 
J.  Hill,  T.  H.  John.ston.  Del  Huff  and 
William  Bell.  The  company  owns  about 
i;;0    acres    of    unpatented    claims. 

Tlie  recent  strike  of  free  gold  ore  on 
the  property  of  the  Montezuma  Gold 
Mining  company  in  the  Hochford  dis- 
trict is  attracting  some  attention.

The  shank  of  the  auger  should 
be  lengthened  to  fcnir  or  five  feet  and 
a  loop  put  on  the  end  through  which 
the  handle  may  be  inserted  instead  of 
fastening  on  with  rivets  or  burs  as 
formerly 

Placing  the  hole  under  the  stump 
is  one  of  the  most  Important  features 
of  successful  dynamiting. 

The  position  and  depth  of  the  hole 


will  vary  uith  the  stumps  of  different 
kinds  <if'  Ut  es,  but  for  the  pine  stump 
with  laige  spreading  roots  the  hole 
should  be  put  down  in  the  ground,  as 
the   stump    is   wide    in   diameter. 

Fur  a  stump  two  feet  in  diameter. 
the  bctiuni  of  the  hole  should  be  two 
teet  below  the  base  of  the  stump  and 
under  the  center,  or  so  that  the  ex- 
plosion will  take  place  directly  under 
the  center. 

When  tin  dynamite  is  placed  too 
close  to  the  slump  it  Is  apt  to  split 
the  stump  and  the  force  pass  off  into 
the  air  belore  It  gets  a  lift  on  the 
roots,  and  the  stump  is  left  in  the 
ground. 

To  attach  the  cap  and  fuse  to  the 
dynamite,  cut  off  n  piece  of  fu.se  the 
desired  length  and  insert  the  end  In  the 
cap.  Make  a  hole  in  the  stick  of 
dynamite  with  a  sharpened  stick  about 
the-  size  of  a  lead  pencil  and  Insert 
the  cap  and  end  of  fuse  Into  this.  It 
the  dynamite  has  to  be  placed  a  con- 
siderable depth  In  the  groimd  It  is 
necessary  to  tie  the  fuse  to  tht?  dyna- 
mite BO  that  there  will  be  no  danger 
of  It   pulling  out. 

When  more  than  one  stick  of  dyna- 
mite Is  used  it  Is  necessary  to  use  only 
one  cap  and  fuse,  the  one  explosion 
sets   the    whole   off. 

After  the  charge  has  been  placed 
in  the  ground  the  hole  should  be  filled 
In  and  well  tamped,  tamping  the  earth 
well  next  to  the  dynamite.  The  more 
firm  the  tamping  the  more  effective 
the  explosion. 

The  fuse  should  be  long  enough  to 
come  six  inches  above  the  surface  of 
the  grround  so  that  it  may  be  easily  lit. 
A  fuse  two  feet  long  will  give  the 
operator  plenty  of  time  to  retreat  a 
safe  distance   before  the  explosion. 

Dynamite  worlts  most  effectively 
when  the  ground  Is  wet.  It  is  more 
effective  in  a  clay  than  a  sandy  soil. 
Stumps  that  have  stood  a  few  years 
are  removed  with  less  force  than  if 
blown   when   green. 

The  best  practice  in  clearing  up  a 
farm  is  to  get  off  the  brush  and  down 
timber.  Work  the  land  with  a  disk 
(Clark  disk  preferable)  and  seed  down 
to  clover  and  timothy.  I'asture  two  or 
three  years  and  then  remove  stumps 
and  break. 

The  clovi'r  and  trampling'  of  the 
ground  by  the  stt>ck  helps  to  prepare 
it  fttr  a  crop. 

There  are  ovr  r  10,000.000  acres  of 
high  land  in  Northeastern  Minnesota 
that  is  well  adaided  to  profitable  agri- 
culture but  unused  on  account  of 
stumps. 

To  remove  these  stumps  Is  one 
of  the  most  Important  problems  of 
th"  .state.  It  would  mean  an  increased 
production  of  farm  products  etiual  to 
one-third  of  the  entire  production  of 
lilt-    state    at    the    present    time. 

•  'heap  dynamite  and  a  general 
knowledge  of  its  use  will  go  a  long 
way  toward  solving  this  problem. 

In  the  present  legislature  the  sub- 
ject of  cheaper  dynamite  is  under 
discussion,  and  it  Is  probable  that  the 
hill  will  lie  passed  to  this  effect,  either 
for  the  manufacture  of  dynamite  or 
buying  and  delivering  to  the  farmer  at 
cost. 

Through  co-operation  and  buying  in 
large  quantity  farmers  can  get  dyna- 
mite at  wholesale  prices  and  in  this 
way    make    a    material    saving. 

An  acre  of  land  cleared  and  under 
proper  cultlvntion  will  usually  pay 
the  cost  of  clearing  in  the  first  crop. 
In  the  midst  of  Northeastern  Min- 
nesota is  one  of  the  best  markets  for 
farm  products  In  the  Middle  West; 
Duluth  and   the  Iron   range   towns. 

There  is  need  of  the  land  being 
cleared.      It    will    pay   to    clear   It. 

In  tirthr  to  give  instructions  in  the 
handling  and  use  of  dynamite,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  with  the 
farmers'  institute  to  hold  meetings  in 
different  sections  of  Northeastern 
Minnesota  and  conduct  actual  work 
In   blasting  stumpt'- 

An  expert  will  be  employed  to  do 
tlie  work,  and  from  50  to  100  pounds 
of  dvnamite  used  showing  the  amount 
of  land  that  may  be  cleared  with 
this  amount  of  dynamite  and  the  time 
required.

TTiere  was  very  little  opposition  evi-

900,  1.000  and  1.200-foot 
levels.  The  shaft  Is  200  compartment, 
'iown  to  the  900,  and  three  compart- 
ment from  the  900  to  the  1,200.  The  en- 
gine and  equipment  are  all  that  are 
necessary  for  some  time.

of  the  product,  delivered  at  Lake  Erie 
port,  is  2  5  cent  Uss  per  ton. 

The  average  cost  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior ore  mined  by  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  is  approximately 
$2.S8  per  ton,  laid  down  at  Lake  Erie 
ports.  The  Steel  corporation,  however, 
operates  its  own  railroad  and  steam- 
ship lines.  Then,  too,  a  very  large 
proportion  of  Its  product  comes  from 
steam  shovel  mines,  the  majority  of 
which  (lass  of  properties,  and  by  far 
the  biggest,  are  in  its  possession.  Fur- 
thermore, its  working  organization  is 
unsurpassed.  The  cost  of  production 
to  other  operators  do  not  make  so 
good  a  showing.  Next  to  Minnesota 
(with  the  Mesaba  and  Vermilion 
ranges),  Michigan  has  the  greatest 
number  of  mines,  these  in  the  Mar- 
quette, Gogebic  and  Menominee  dis- 
tricts. In  all  of  which  the  underground 
system  of  mining  is  necessary  almost 
exclusively.  The  average  cost  of  Mich- 
igan ore,  delivered  at  ports  on  Lake 
Erie,  is  $3.06  per  ton,  the  items  which 
go  to  make  up  that  figure  being  as 
follows:  Mining,  $1.29;  ro.valty.  33 
cent;  transportation,  rail  and  lake. 
$1.23;  administration  expenses,  com- 
mission.s,  etc.,  11  cents.  Adding  the 
rates  charged  for  transportation  from 
Lake  Erio  ports,  the  cost  of  the  ore 
laid  down  at  furnaces  is  approximately 
as  follows:  Mahoning  and  Shenango 
valley  points,  $3.71;  Pittsburg,  $4.11; 
other  Western  Pennsylvania  points, 
$4.31;  points  cast  of  the  Allegheny 
mountains,  $4.r.C.  Thsee  figures  are 
based  upon  authoritative  Information 
and  may  be  vouched  for  as  substantial- 
ly correct. 

VnderpTouiid  Klines. 

There  are  many  producers  in  the 
Lake  Superior  region  that  get  all  their 
ores  from  underground.  These  ores 
are  hoisted  from  depths  of  500  to 
2,500  feet,  necessitating  heavy  and  ex- 
pemslve  machinery.  There  are  un- 
derground railway  haulage  systems, 
costing  much  to  install  and  to  keep  in 
operation.  There  is  a  heavy  water 
charge.  Immense  pumping  engines 
must  be  kept  going  constantly,  and 
the  fuel  for  this  and  for  the  hoisting 
and  haulage  plants  is  an  important 
item.  Twenty  tons  of  water  are 
often  lifted  as  against  a  single  ton 
of  ore.  Four  thousand  gallons  per 
minute  or  6,760,000  gallons  per  day 
is  a  volume  that  costs  money  to 
handle. 

The  Item  of  timber  is  one  that  gives 
no  little  concern.  Where  a  few  years 
ago,  the  mines  could  contract  for  any 
quantity  for  underground  and  surface 
work,  it  Is  now  difficult  to  obtain 
enough  for  mining  needs.  In  fact, 
much  of  the  shaft  timber  Is  imported 
from  Oregon.  The  white  pine  is 
gone,  and  the  Norway  pine  is  scarce 
and  high  in  price.  It  has  been  nec- 
essaiy  to  resort  to  jack  pine  for  use 
in  logging.  Spruce  is  too  valuable, 
the  pulp  mills  taking  that.  Because 
of  the  waning  timber  .supplies,  atten- 
tion Is  being  turned  to  the  employ- 
ment of  steel  for  headings,  shafts  and 
other  openings  needing  the  support 
that  white  pine  formerly  would  give. 
Steel  is  costly,  but  it  appears  to  be 
only  a  question  of  time  when  its  use 
must  become  general.  The  deep  de- 
posits having  a  dip  of  anywhere  from 
30  to  70  degs.,  much  sinking  and 
drifting  and  timbering  must  be  done 
before  the  ore  can  be  taken  out.  It 
absolutely  necessary  to  support  the

The  Slesaba  Minos. 
Thee  is  much  misinformation  as  to 
the  character  of  the  Mesaba  mines. 
Through  magazine  articles  or  other 
sources  It  seems  to  be  the  popular  im- 
pression that  all  of  the.«e  properties 
procure  their  product  merely  by  put- 
ting steam  shovels  to  work  and  scoop- 
ing up  the  ore,  many  tons  at  a  time. 
The  fact  of  the  master  Is  that  most 
of  the  iMesaba  mines  are  underground 
propositions,  while  at  tho.se  where  It 
is  possible  to  utilize  steam  shovels  the 
ore  lies  beenath  an  overburden  of 
glacial  drift  of  sand  and  boulders 
probably'  100  feet  in  depth,  and  the 
cost  of  the  removal  of  which  Is  very 
gfeat.

openings.  Many  Lake  Superior  mines 
use  millions  of  feet  of  timber  annual- 
ly, and  in  the  aggregate  a  vast 
amount   is  required. 

HlKh-<<ra(le    Ores    Scarce. 

A  factor  that  makes  for  increased 
costs  in  the  Lake  Superior  region  Is 
that  the  cream  of  the  ores  has  been 
taken  during  the  sixty  years  that  min- 
ing has  been  a  leading  Industry.  Low 
phosphorous  shipments  have  been  de- 
manded until  on  all  the  old  ranges 
there  have  been  left  the  lower  grades 
while  the  better  have  been  sent  away. 
In  many  mines  the  percentage  of 
high-grade  ores  has  gradually  ralleii 
until  now  it  represents  a  very  sm/^'' 
proportion  of  the  reserves.

To  reduce  the  cost  of  ore  mining 
and  handling  there  have  been  pro 
vided  the  very  tinest  equipment 
mining  plants  and  haulage  system 
that  brains  can  devise  and  money 
secure  No  other  country  can 
such  appliances,  such  progressiveness 
or  such  skill.  There  are  cars  of  steel 
carrying  fifty  to  sixty  tons,  steamships 
nearly  as  long  as  the  big  ocean  liners 
and  holding  12,000  tons  of  ore,  and 
ship  canals  through  which  pass  more 
freight  than  those  of  any  other  under 
the  sun,  and  to  which  the  once-boasted 
Suez  is  merely  an  infant  in  compar- 
ison. How  many  hundreds  of  mill- 
ions of  dollars  have  been  put  into 
mines  machinery,  railroads,  shipping 
docks"  and  ships.

Hamilton,  Mont,.  April  5.— Land  that 
has  never  been  turned  or  produced  any- 
thing aside  from  sagebrush,  wild  oats 
and  grass  will  this  year  yield  crops 
of  grain,  if  the  aims  of  the  owners 
are  accomplished.  The  Sunset  Orchard 
Land  company,  composed  of  Duluth 
Minn  people  is  transforming  a  largo 
tr»i«t  'of  land  east  of  Corvallls.  Tho 
ground  Is  being  plowed  and  a  large 
residence  Is  being  erected.  People  of 
Corvallls,  who  have  been  used  to  see- 
ing the  waste  land,  now  witness  some 
of  the  most  fertile  soil  in  the  Bitter 
Root  valley  being  placed  into  condi- 
tion for  orchards.

AvyiMiiciit.-  on  the  motion  of  li.e 
plaintnff  for  a  new  trial  in  the  case 
of  .Anna  Itober,  by  her  mother.  Anna 
Kober.  against  Ihe  Oliver  Iron  Mining 
luinpany,  were  finished  in  district 
curl  Saturday,  and  the  matter  was 
sjutimitleil   to  Judge  Dibell. 

The  nojlion  for  a  n.-w  trial  and  the 
oppo.-ition  lo  it  are  supported  by  sen- 
.saliunal        affidavits.  The        plaintiff 

charges  mi.scimdnci  on  the  part  of  the 
iurv.  and  charges  that  1011  Marian,  one 
i.f  "tlie  witnesses  called  by  the  plain- 
tiff, told  a  story  liefore  ihe  trial  dif- 
ferent from  thai  which  he  told  when 
called  to  the  stand.  It  was  also 
charged  that  Marian  had  told  people 
that  agenis  of  the  Oliver  Iron  Mining 
company  had  threatened  to  have  him 
di.scriminate<l  against  at  the  mines, 
and  had  also  offered  him  money  if  he 
would  not  api>ear  at  the  trial.

HUNTING  GROUND 

Prof.  Robinson  Describes 

It  to  Several  Duiuth 

Audiences 

I'rof.  George  L.  Robinson  of  Chicago, 
lecturer,  author  and  traveler,  addressed 
four  audiences  in  Duiuth  yesterday. 
He  addressed  the  Breakfast  club  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  In  the  morning:  at  10:30  a. 
m.  he  addressed  an  audience  at  the 
Glen  Avon  Presbyterian  churcli;  at 
3:30  In  the  afternoon  he  addressed  the 
big  meeting  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gym- 
nasium, and  in  the  evening  he  si.oke 
at  the  Second  Presbyterian  churcli  in 
the    West   end.  ,  ,      ^ 

in  his  talk  to  the  Breakfast  club 
Prof.  Robinson  told  of  the  great  var- 
iety of  animal  life  in  l^ast  Africa,  the 
countrv  Roosevelt  will  visit.  He  In- 
formed" the  members  of  his  audience 
that  every  species  of  animal  was  to  be 
found  there,  and  that  the  big  game, 
such  as  lions,  tigers,  elephants,  was 
so  plentiful  that  the  most  enthusiastic 
hunter    would    be    delighted. 

At  the  afternoon  talk  at  the  Y.  M.  <\ 
A.,  Prof.  Robinson  decried  the  habii 
of  this  age.  of  not  thinking  enough. 
The  lecturer  stated  that  people  of  this 
age  read  too  much  without  the  projier 
amount  of  refiection.  He  staled  that 
the  Bible  was  a  great  cultivator  of 
ihoughl,  and  advised  that  people  give 
more  attention  to  the  Scriptures  as  a 
means   of    cultivating    refiecilon.

"Tlie  scene  in  that  upix-r  chamber 
in  .Jerusalem  is  full  of  suggestions," 
said  Rev.  George  R.  Gebauer  at  the 
First  t'nitarian  church.  "The  Master 
and  his  disciples  meet  for  the  last  time 
around  the  common  table.  He  passes 
the  wine  and  the  bread  lo  them.  And 
as  He  does  so  He  says,  'This  j.s  My 
body,  which  is  given  for  you;  this  cup 
is  tlie  nnvc  covenant  in  my  Idood.  which 
is  slied  for  you.  This  do  in  reniem- 
brame  of  -Me.  Wliat  does  11  mean'.' 
.Itsiis  was  still  with  them.  Lei  us  keep 
this  in  mind.  How.  then,  was  this 
bnad,  bought  at  the  nearest  bakeshop 
his  body;  how  was  this  wine,  gi>tien 
perhaps  at  a  tavern,  his  bK»o<r.'  We 
are  led  to  believe  by  the  present  cus- 
tom of  the  church  and  itst  do^^ma  of 
blood  covenant,  that  the  Master  was 
instituting  some  religious  rite.  N-jHi- 
ing  of  the  kind.  .Fesus  instliuled  no 
holy  saccament  with  miraculous  effi- 
cacy. He  simply  bequeathed  ti>  His 
friends  a  Ijeautlful  memorial.  It  was 
not  even  intended  for  the  world  at 
large:  il  was  for  His  nearest  and  di-ar- 
est.  And  as  a  memorial,  it  was  held 
by  His  friends  for  His  dealli.  and  only 
graduallv  It  changed  Into  a  sacrament 
needful  for  salvation.  Only  gradually 
the  beautiful  spiritual  truth  it  contains 
became  perverted  into  a  crude  mater- 
ialistic and  magical  ritual.  But  side 
bv  side  with  this  conception,  there  still 
lingers  In  Christendom,  the  beautiful 
thought  of  the  last  supper  in  that 
upper  chamber  in  Jerusalem.  As  such 
It  acts  as  a  bond,  which  holds  together 
the  generations  of  Christendom  and 
unites  them  symliollcall.s  with  Him 
who  created   the   symbol. 

"'Do  this  in  remeinbranei 
means  mucli  more.  It  meaii.s.  laK-' 
Mv  life,  Mv  spirit  into  yon.  do  and  live 
as  1  did.  i  lived  for  the  g^ood  as  I  saw 
it.  may  vou  live  foi  t!i<'  good  as  yr>ii 
see  It.  i  .ioiiied  the  outcasts.  I  -sa! 

1  g.-tve  My  love 
lo  each  and  all.  Do  the  same  In  My 
memorv;  let  the  reniemtoance  of  what 
I  gave  you.  Inspire  similar  action  in 
yourself."'  Tliere  is  someone  longing 
for  wine  of  love,  for  the  bread  of  sym- 
pathy; there  are  misundej'stood  and  ne- 
glected lives,  lonesome  and  sad.  To 
such,  the  Masters  hear  went  out  to  the 
lonelv.  the  lienrtslck;  do  this  in  re- 
memiirance  of  Him.  About  you  Is 
liovertv.  sickness,  the  hell  of  misery. 
the  sheol  of  old  ago  forgotten  nd  cast 
aside  as  an  old  giirment.  Will  you 
commune  with  the  Master?  Then  do  It 
In  utter  oblivion  of  tne  Master,  and 
yet  do  it  in  remembrance  of  Him 
Everv  noble,  kindly  deed  will  show  to 
others  that  you  have  .sat  at  ttie  feet 
of  the  preacher  of  love.  Indeed  the 
highest  remembrance  of  Him  Is,  per- 
haps, altogether  free  from  doing  in 
His    name."

Remains   of   Unknown  Man  IHscov- 
ered  Near  Knife  River. 

The  body  of  an  unknown  man,  badly 
decomposed,  was  found  Saturday  on 
the  lake  shore,  two  and  one-half  miles 
east  of  Knife  river,  by  John  Strom, 
who  was  looking  over  some  land  he 
had  recently  purchased  near  the  spot. 

Mr,  Strom  told  the  Duiuth  police 
Saturdav  night  of  his  discovery.

ANOTHER  MOTOR  CAR  MURDER. 

The  ink  was  not  yet  dry  on  an  editorial  in  Saturday's 
{Herald  up"ii  •Motor  Car  Murder,"  when  an.  .ther  la.l  of 
12  years  of  age  vva:>  run  d.nvn  by  an  automobile  in  N'ew 
York  city  and  killed.     Tw.*  in  the  week! 

The  circumstances  oi  this  second  mur.ler  liy  an  auto- 
m.ibile  in  t!;c  metropolis  within  the  week  were  hardly 
'lan  the  tirst.  As  in  the  tirst  instance, 
only  tiie  n  i-^i  lieartless  indilYi  ret.cc  .in.i  cowardice  were 
exhibited  by  the  occupants  of  the  car.  As  in  the  first 
murder,  no  attempt  was  made  to  stay  the  car  and  mini- 
mize the  injury  -Vs  in  the  first  murder,  tlie  speed  of 
.ut. mobile  was  simply  increascl.  the  child  deliber- 
ately gr-.und  under  its  wheels,  and  the  car  and  its  occu- 
pants esc.ii-ed  unrecognized. 

A  big  red  touring  car,  containing  four  persons,  two 
ladies,  a  man  and  a  chautTcur  ran  down  Eugene  Kock.  a 
12  .  ar  .1  1  lad.  The  vvnien  screamed,  the  man  turned 
round  and  the  chauffeur  increased  his  speed.  The  lad 
was  kiiockeil  several  feet  in  front  of  the  automobile 
which  did  n.'t  chan^'e  its  course  in  the  slightest  but  bore 
d. .wn  .Jii  the  b.iy  and  ran  over  him,  to  disappear  around 
the  nearest  corner. 

The  child  was  taken  to  the  hospital  where  it  was 
found  that  his  skull  was  fractured,  that  he  had  suffered 
internal  injuries  and  that  he  was  terribly  lacerated  about 
the  face.     He  is  now  dead.

THE  GRASSY 
POINT  BRIDGE 

Plans  for  Reconstruction 

Received  by  United 

States  Engineers. 

Plans  have  Intii  received  by  tlie 
government  engineers  from  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  company  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Grassy  Point 
bridge,  and  these  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  secretary  of  war  through  the 
ehlef  of  engineers.  U.  S.  army,  with 
such  indorsement  as  Lieut.  Col.  Fitch 
may  make.  Final  action  will  l>e  taken 
by    the    se<retary    of    war.  r       ,. 

Before  forwarding  Hie  plans.  Lieut. 
Col  Fitch  wislies  tliat  the  public  may 
kiii'.w    what   is   proposed    to    be  done. 

The  essential  features  are  as  fol- 
lows: A  steel  draw  span  giving  two 
clear  channels  of  175  lecL  wnlth  each. 
These  are  the  same  size  of  openings 
I  as  were  provided  at  the  Northern  I'a- 
eilic  bridge  acro.^s  St.  Louis  bay.  re- 
cently constructeii.  For  tlie  Orassy 
Point  bridge  this  width  of  opening  will 
undoubtedly  be  sutTicbnt.  Tin  present 
openings  aro  110  leet.  according  to 
the  engineers. 

The  clear  lieight  of  the  span  at  the 
channels  will  he  twelve  feet  above 
low  water.  This  will  allow  small 
launches  to  pass  beneath,  but  tne 
bridge  will  have  to  swing  for  tugs  and 
larger  vessel.'*.  The  present  height  at 
the  old  draw  span  Is  only  four  feet,  so 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  height  is  to  be 
increased   eight   feec.  ,,,,„* 

The  foregoing  dimensions  are  wiiat 
the  engineers'  office  decided  to  recom- 
mend, after  careful  in vestigatl()n.  and 
with  due  con.«ideration  of  the  ex- 
pressions of  opinion  which  were  re- 
eeived   In   response  to  a  circular  letter. 

No  provision  is  made  for  a  higliway 
over  th-  new  bridge,  and  It  is  doubtlul 
if  the  war  department  has  any  au- 
thority   to    require   such   an   addition    to

OIL  TRUST  HELD 
VOID  AT  START 

Kellogg  Says  It  Was  Il- 
legal When  First 
Formed. 

St.  Louis  Mo.,  April  6.— Government 
Attorney  Kellogg  today  resumed  his 
argument  in  the  government's  case  to 
dissolve  the  8tandard  Oil  Company  ot 
N.w  Jersey.  The  crux  of  his  argumenli 
was  that  the  original  twenty  companies 
involved  In  the  trust  agreement  ot 
187*.i  and  l^b.i  were  at  that  lime  com- 
petitive, and  under  tlie  tlifn  existing 
common  law.  the  trust  was  void.  The 
same  conspiracy  to  monop<dize  and  re- 
strain commerce  had  existed  eonlinu- 
ously  until  the  present  day.  bringing 
the  defendants  well  witliin  the  purview 
of  tlie  Sherman  law,  he  insisted. 

Discussing  the  government  s  allega- 
tions of  railway  discriminations  made 
in  favor  of  defendants,  and  its  con- 
tinue<l  use  of  rates  not  filed  with  the 
Interstate  commerce  commission,  Mr. 
K'llogg  said: 

••Tlie  t^'Siimonv  plainly  shows  that 
manv  of  the  unfiled  and  unpublished 
rates  used  by  the  Standard  Oil  in  the 
transportation  of  petroleum  were  In 
<lear  vio.ation  of  ttie  Sherman  act,  as 
well  as  discriminatory  against  its  com- 
petitors." ,     ^    ^, 

The  attornev  also  charged  that  the 
defendants  had  used  Interstate  rates, 
neither  filed  nor  published  as  iiiter- 
st.tte  rates,  in  plain  violation  of  the 
ohi  interstate  (ommerie  act.  In  sup- 
porting this  petition,  the  governments 
attiriuv  (luoted  at  lengtli  from  fhe 
mtt-rstate  rommerce  act,  and  the  later 
Hepfiutn    law. 

As  a  final  proposition  of  law.  Mr. 
Kellogg  stated  that  "if  the  court  finds 
tl'.is  combination  to  be  In  restraint  of 
tiade.  and  a  monopoly,  it  not  only  has 
the  power  to  enjoin  the  defendants,  but 
it  possesses  power  to  eiiforce  tlie  Sher- 
man   law."

Oiioago,  April  6. — Between  C  o'clock 
this  morning  and  4  o'clock  this  after- 
noon, Chicago  passes  on  the  rival  can- 
didates for  city  treasurer  and  city 
clerk,  the  personnel  of  more  than  one- 
half  the  council,  and  upon  the  advisi- 
bility  of  a  tax  levy  tor  the  establish- 
ment of  a  tuberculosis  sanitarium.  As 
side  issues  the  city  will  have  its  say 
concerning  the  adoption  of  Evanston 
and  Cicero  as  integral  parts  of  the 
municipality. 

The  last  liours  of  the  campaign  were 
full  of  fire-cracker  developments 
which  have  added  excitement  to  the 
off-veai-  contest.  The  Municipal  Voters' 
leag'ue  sent  out  a  final  bulletin  ot 
warning  to  the  effect  that  the  stay-at- 
home  voters  today  might  turn  back 
the  city  council  to  the  gray  wolves 
and  the  discredited  element.  The  Third 
ward  politicians  stripped  for  the  most 
bitter  political  fight  tlie  ward  has 
known  in  years.  The  prediction  is 
made  by  the  party  chiefs  that  nearly 
T.'i  per  cent  of  the  registered  vote 
of  406, (too  will  be  cast. 

In  four  wards  a  big  slump  in  tlie 
vote  is  due  because  today  is  .Jewish 
Passover  and  orthodox  Jews  refuse  to 
mark  their  ballots.  Thousands  of 
votes  will  be  lost  to  the  "little  ballot" 
because  of  the  Passover.

Marion,     111.,     April    6. — Two    persons- 
were    killed,     many    others    were    hurt, 
and    considerable    property    was    ilam- 
aged    by    a    tornado    which    struck    this 
city  and   its  vicinity  early  today. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  Pittsburg,  six 
miles  northeast  of  here,  the  victims 
being  crushed  In  the  collapse  of  tiieir 
home.  So  far  as  can  be  learned,  these 
were  the  only  fatalities.  Tlie  storm 
came  from  the  southweet  and  was  pre- 
ceded and  followed  by  heavy  rain.s.  It 
was  o:30  when  the  twister  struck  here, 
and  lew  per^ons  were  on  the  stie«^ts. 
In  the  business  section  several  stoio 
buildings  were  partly  demolislied,  and 
in  the  residence  section  many  «f  the 
small  homes  occupied  by  miners  anil 
their  families  were  unroofed.  As  the 
storm  passed  across  the  count  ly  it 
lipped  f.i>en  barns  and  otlier  farm 
buildings  and  tlien  apparently  spent 
ilB  force  in  littsburg.

PROPOSED 

Saloons  to  be  Closed  In 
Some  Northern  Minne- 
sota Towns. 


Duluth  Could  be  Placed 

inside  of  the 

Zone. 


Minneapolis,  Minn..  April  6. — The 
Federal  government  Is  going  to  close 
up  saloons  In  a  large  section  of  North- 
ern Minnesota,  including  not  only  tho 
present  reservations,  but  a  zone  out- 
side from  which  it  is  now  possible  for 
the  liquor  trade  to  reacli  the  Indians. 
The  Indian  department  lias  this 
autliorlty  under  the  provisions  of  the 
original  Indian  treaties  ceding  the 
land  to  the  whites,  as  told  in  the  .Sun- 
da  v  .Journal.  These  provided  that  the 
lederHl  laws  proliihiting  tlie  intro- 
duction and  sale  of  liquors  In  the  In- 
dian country  should  continue  to  apply 
lo  the  ceded  territory,  unless  other- 
wise   ordered    by    congress. 

Technically  it  is  possible  for  tiie 
federal  authorities  to  close  saloons  in 
nearly  all  of  Minnesota.  including 
Minneapolis  and  Duluih.  This  power 
is  only  to  be  exercised,  however,  to 
stop  the  sale  of  liquor  to  the  Indians. 
The  law  enforcement  division  ot  the  In- 
dian department,  created  last  July,  is 
preparing  to  enforce  the  treaty  provi- 
sions In  the  present  Indian  country, 
and  hundreds  of  saloons  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Cass.  Heltraml.  Clearwater. 
Becker  and  .Mahnomen  will  be  com- 
pelled  to  close.

with  a  gnat  deal  of  interest  what 
cunBiess  is  tjuing  to  do  with  the  tariff 
MuestiiTi. 

The  reason  for  this  watchfulnes.s 
upon  the  part  of  the  lailroad  nien  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  is  that  they 
believe  with  tiie  revision  of  the  tariff 
schedules  on  certain  commodities,  a 
treat  volume  of  freight  will  pass 
through  Dulutli  on  its  way  to  different 
parts   of   tlii.s   country    from  Canada. 

For  instance,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
the  revision  ot  the  tariff  upon  lumber 
would  result  In  a  large  amount  ot  lum- 
ber from  Ontario  and  other  parts  of 
the  Dominion  passing  through  Duluth. 
It  would  be  the  satne  with  wheat.  In 
the  years  to  cume  the  wheat  move- 
ment through  Duluth  would  naturally 
increase.  .„ 

Wliat  effect  the  revision  of  the  tariff 
would  have  upon  the  railroad  business 
at  large,  is  problematical.  Only  the 
most  far-seeing  raiUoad  man  could  an- 
sw»  r  that  <iuesiion.  but  it  is  certain 
that  the  taking  down  of  the  barriers 
upon  certain  comnunlities  will  result  in 
a  greatly  increased  trade  between  the 
Dominion  and  this  country,  and  situ- 
ated at  the  gateway  of  this  traffic. 
Duluth  railroadsj  will  be  in  a  position 
to  seeiije  a  large  amount  of  the  busl- 
tiess. 

That  is  the  reason  why  local  rail- 
road men  are  watching  eagerly  what 
congress  is  going  to  do  with  certain 
tariff    schedules. 

The  local  freight  situation  is  almost 
at    a    standstill    at    present.

At  the  town  elec- 
tions each  year,  votes  are  received  by 
tiie  election  board  wlien  the  voters  are 
known  not  to  be  residents  of  the  town

lUmiOGOr  SKULL  AND  CeOSSBONEIi 
LETIEII  IS  FOyNB  HyiEBED;  HE  IS  THE 
TID  VICTIM  OF  GREAT  DODGE  CASE 


McRae,  Ga..  April  6. — That  Pope  Hill, 
a  prominent  attorney  of  Macon,  Ib  the 
third  victim  of  an  aasaBsin  in  the  now 
celebrated  Dodge  case,  is  the  belief  of 
the  authorities  of  this  county.  The 
coroner's  jury,  after  a  careful  examin- 
ation, has  declared  that  Hill  was  mur- 
dered  by    "parties    unknown." 

Hill  was  found  dead  in  the  office  of 
a  local  attorney  at  7  a.  m.  a  bullet 
In  his  brain  and  a  revolver,  with  one 
chamber  discharged,  grasped  in  his 
right  hand.  The  condition  of  the  of- 
fice Indicated  a  desperate  struggle.  The 
stove  had  been  turned  over,  the  coal 
scuttle  wa.s  cru.«hed,  and  the  furni- 
ture was  broken.     On  the  floor  lay  an 


unfinished  court  motion  in  the  Dodge 
case,  drafted  by  the  dead  lawyer,  which 
he  came  here  to  file  today. 

Hill  arrived  here  Sunday  and  went 
into  a  friends  law  office  to  work  on  the 
case.  Afterwards  he  went  to  the  home  of 
the  proprietor  of  a  hardware  store  and 
said  he  had  received  some  threatening 
letters  and  wanted  a  revolver.  He  was 
so  lnsi.<5tent  that  the  hardware  man 
opened  the  store  and  sold  Hill  the  re- 
volver which  was  found  clasped  in  his 
hand. 

Hill  then  returned  to  the  office  and 
was  not  seen  again  alive.  The  bullet 
had  pierced  his  right  eye  and  entered 
the  brain.  From  bloodstains  on  the 
wall  he  must  have  been  shot  when 
standing  up. 

When  ills  body  was  searched  a  note 
addret>t>ed  to  liim  at  Maeun  was  tounU. 


It  was  written  in  a  childish  hand,  and 
said: 

"Pope  Hill  the  next  time  you  inter- 
fere with  our  settlement  you  will  be 
broke." 

Instead  of  a  signature  fhere  was  a 
rudely  drawn  skull  and  cross  bones. 
.\fter  his  arrival  here  i?unday,  he 
wired  to  a  woman  in  Warrenton.  Cia., 
regretting  that  he  could  not  spend 
Sunday  with  her,  but  promising  to  call 
on    her    later    in    the    week. 

The  trial  In  the  Dodge  case  began  in 
1S91.  In  that  year  Capt.  John  C.  For- 
sythc.  who  represented  the  N.  W. 
Dodge  estate,  was  assassinated.  After 
a  six  weeks'  trial  five  men  were  sent 
to  prison  for  life  for  the  crime.  Soon 
after  this  Lucius  Williams,  one  of  the 
claimant's  attorneys,  was  killed,  and 
for  weeks  the  entire  country  was  in  a 
state  of  great  excitement.  Since  then,

GOMPERS  AHIUIKSSFS 

LMVEKSITV  STUDENTS. 


New  York  April  6. — Samuel  Gomper«, 
president  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  talked  to  the  students  of 
Columliia  L'niversity  on  "Justice  In 
Labor  Disputes."     He  said,  in  part: 

".Strikes,  boycotts  and  lockouts  are 
evils  which  it  is  our  duty  to  make  un- 
necessary. I  hope  to  see  the  laboring 
men  prevent  such  things.  But  it  Is 
necessary  that  the  workers  be  organ- 
ized to  check  greed.  There  is  one  thing 
at  least  which  is  worse  than  strikes, 
and  that  is  a  demoralized  and  depraved 
manhood." 

Many  of  Oompers'  listeners  were 
students  in  the  engineering  course  and 
to  the.«e  he  appealed  particularly,  urg- 
ing them,  when  In  mining  camps,  to 
see  that  the  labor  conditions  there  were 
what   the^    should   be.

depending  upon  the  services  ol  a  char- 
wonian  for  heavy  work  such  as  she 
ond  her  mother  do  not  care  to  iinder- 
lake.  There  were  several  friends  she 
wi.shed  to  entertain,  but  slie  laiKeU 
time  and  resourees  to  give  dinners.

The  woman  had  been  sentenced  to 
the  gang  for  twelve  months,  for  dis- 
orderly conduct  and  the  sentence  was 
suspended  on  condition  that  she  leave 
the  country  and  never  return.

and  teaching.  The  work  being  so  truly 
interdenominational,  the  missionary  so 
unbia.sed  as  to  the  kind  of  school 
op<-ned.  the  work  appeals  to  people  of 
all  faiths.  Among  the  men  who  rep- 
rcient  the  .society  in  our  state  there 
are  eight  denominations  represented. 
Fifty  per  cent  of  liie  men  are  college 
trained  and  several  are  regularly  or- 
dained  ministers."

Harry  Sampson, 
was  an  Interesting  feature  on  the  wit- 
ness stand  in  the  trial  of  lUs  sister. 

In  a  thin,  weak  voice  that  could 
scarcely  be  heard  beyond  the  jury  box, 
young  Allyn  told  how  Harry  Sampson 
staggered  into  the  Allyn  dining  room 
and  fell  dead  in  the  presence  of  Mrs. 
Allyn  and  himself,  without  utterin,g  a 
word. 

Allyn  testified  that  his  sLster  went 
to  Rochester  the  afternoon  before  the 
shooting  and  returned  that  evening. 
He  said  that  on  ilie  morning  of  tlie 
sliooting  Ills  father  and  brother,  Carl, 
went  *o  the  station  with  milk,  but  ho 
•stayed  to  help  his  mother  In  the 
kitclien.  I'"rank  said  he  heard  a  scream 
from  Harry,  but  heard  no  shot  itred.

"My  motlier  and  I  started  for  our 
dining  room."  said  Frank,  "and  as  we 
entered  the  room  I  saw  Harry  stagger 
nt  the  threshold  and  then  fall  over  on 
the  floor.

'Why,  Harry,  what  have 
you  done?'  He  made  no  reply,  but 
kasped  for  breath  a  few  times.

Allyn  said  that  as  he  went  to  a 
telephone  he  saw  a  rifle  and  a  box 
of  cartridges  behind  the  door  of  the

The  sun  rose  this  morn- 
ing at  5:35  o'clock  and  set  this  after- 
noon at  6.45.  making  thirteen  liours 
and   ten   minutes  of  sunlight.

"A  storm  of  considerable  inten.'sity 
is  central  over  Northern  Lake  Mlelii- 
gan  and  Eastern  Lake  Superior.  Dur- 
ing flie  past  twenty-four  liours  it 
caused  rain  or  snow  in  the  lake  region, 
central  valley  states  and  the  greater 
portion  of  the  Northwest,  be.sldes  west- 
erly gales  in  the  southern  lake  region.

The    Pork    Barrel    DIvIhIod. 

Marshall  News-Messenger:  The 
eral  appropriation  for  roads 
bridges  of  the  state,  tliat  lias 
to  be  known  as  the  "pork  barrel  graft," 
this  year  is  for  $3i>0.000.  an  Increase 
of  $100,000  over  the  appropriation  of 
tlie  last  -session.  This  appropriation  is 
always  readily  passed  because  it  af- 
fords each  member  of  the  legislature 
an  opportunity  to  divide  a  large 
amount  of  money  among  hU  constitu- 
ents. Where  it  is  applied  to  the  build- 
ing of  sul>sfantial  bridge.^,  the  appro- 
priation is  commendable,  but  as  a  rule 
the  money  spent  in  work  on  the  roads 
is  little  better  than  squandered,  as  its 
use  Is  applied  In  an  unscientific  man- 
ner that  amounts  only  to  temporary 
repairs.  If  the  money  could  he  ex- 
pended under  competent  engineering 
control  with  suitable  material  for  road 
building  efficiently  con.^tructed,  there 
would  be  more  reason  for  the  appro- 
priation. But  there  is  no  doubt  tliat 
good  road  t>ullding  In  Minnesota,  by 
competent  authority  is  greatly  re- 
tar.led  because  of  the  opportunity  pre- 
sented legislators  of  making  them- 
selves solid  with  their  constituencies 
through  this  manner  of  distributing 
an  enormous  roati  and  bridge  appro- 
priation. It  Is  not  popular  to  con- 
demn the  practice,  as  nearly  every 
township  during  a  four  years"  sena- 
torial term  and  the  probability  of  a 
repeated  two  years'  term  of  representa- 
tives gets  a  rake-off  from  the  method, 
which  means  that  all  township  offi- 
cers, as  a  rule,  and  the  county  com- 
missioners, too,  have  an  opportunity 
to  expend  the  money  to  the  best  of 
their  inexperienced  and  unscientific 
al)llity— they  do  the  best  they  know 
how.

New  York.  April  7. — "Can  a  man  de- 
cently support  a  wife  and  family  of 
two  to  four  children,  in  New  York  city, 
on  a  salary  of  J800  a  year?" 

That's   the   problem    tliat  a  group   of 
students  in  N«w  York  have  been  work- 
ing on   for  two  years,  and  their  report, 
ju.st  published,  draws  up  the  ttrst  scien- 
tific   and    pliilosopliical    conclusions    on 
the  standard  of  living  yet  made  In     this 
country.     It  la  a  statistical   study,  and 
statistics  usually  frighen  people,  but  If 
Hgures    ever   lived   and    told   stories   for 
themselves   of  deprivation  and   extrav- 
agance, foresight  and  lack  of  judgment, 
saving    and    spending,    these    statistics 
of  worklngmen's  families  in  New  York, 
certainly  tell  a  tale  of  their  own. 
■    And    they    have    a    practical    bearing, 
too.    for    the   Buffalo   Charity   Organiza- 
tion   society    has    used    the    results    ar- 
rived   at    through    this    Investigation    In 
the   work    of   giving   out    relief   In    that 
city.     Charities  and   the  Commons,    the 
New    York    magazine   devoted   to   social 
welfare,     used    Ihe    conclusions    of    the 
investigation    In    studying    a    strike    ot 
clay     workers     In     I'erth     Amboy     last 
winter     when     the    minimum     standard 
set    up   in    the    report    of   the    investiga- 
tion   was    measured    against    the   actual 
amount    of    wages    being    received     by 
the    workers,    and    the    wages   given    to 
the    striking    pottery    men    were    found 
to   \¥-  way  below  the   requln^d   standard 
of   living  set    bv   the  invesntigators. 

The     investigation     was     carried     on 
through  the  co-operation  of  volunteers, 
tradf    union    members    and    paid    sched- 
ule-reporters   furnished    hy    the    Kussell 
tiage    Foundation.      Dependent    fanillles 
were    not    included.      The    visitors    tried 
to    find    normal    families      having      l>oth 
parents    living   with    twxj    to    four    chil- 
dren  under   IG  years  of  age.     The   lead- 
ing  nationalities   wer^    Included    In    the 
investigation   which   took  in   a  study  of 
391    families    who    answered    the    sched- 
uled   ouestlons    with    a    surprising    de- 
gree   of      willingness.        The      expected 
"none    of    your    business"    answer    was 
forthcoming   often    euough.   but   on    tho 
whole    the    visitors    were    treated    with 
consideration   although  som*-  of  the   in- 
timate   <iuestions    werO    balked    at. 
"DriukM   Away    From   Home." 
One     visitor     tells     Ibis    story     about 
the    item    of    e.vpi-ndit.ure    for    "drink-s 
awav    from      home;""      "When    'liquors 
were    spoken    of.    the    wife,    who    was 
answering   most    of    the    questions,   em- 
nhatlcallv  exclaimed,  'Nothing.    At    this 
the   father,   sitting   silently   and   lelting 
the     wife    do     the     talking,     turned     his 
head  toward  the  street.   However,  look- 
ing   straight    Into    the    father's    face.    I 
emphasized     th-     words     'drinks     away 
from  home.'  and  he  could  no  longer  re- 
strain    himself.       -About    ten    to    flfteen 
gl.isses    of    beer    a    day    and    a    glass    of 
whisky,'    he    mumbled." 

(^f  the  391  families  whose  home  stor- 
ies were  recorded,  SIS  had  incomes 
ranging  from  >600  to  »1',100.  The  twen- 
tv-tive  below  $600  and  the  forty-eight 
aliove  $1.1(10  are  includ»*d,  and  most  of 
the  attention  Is  given  tor  the  318  Jfara- 
llics  within  the  narrower  range.  Thir- 
ty-eight of  the  fathers  were  laborers, 
thlrtv  were  teamsters  and  thirty-six 
were"  garmetit  worker.>j.  In  thees  oc- 
cui>atlons.  where  It  is  seldom  pos.sible 
for  tlie  tather  to  earn  more  than  $bOO 
or  $St>0  a  year,  it  was  found  that  the 
children  or  the  mother  must  work,  or 
lodgers  must  be  taken.  If  the  family 
is  to  enjoy  anvthlng  beyond  l>are  ne- 
cessities. Forlv-tlve  children  were 
found  to  be  at  w'ork  for  wages,  twenty 
bovs  and  iwenty-tlve  girls,  and,  strange 
as"  It  may  seem,  more  children  were 
found  emploved  in  the  famllhs  earn- 
ing larger  wages  than  In  the  small  in- 
come groups.  In  the  318  famllloai 
whose  Incomes  lungod  from  $600  to 
$1  100,  there  were  ffiund  lil3  wage- 
earners  besides  the  father,  and  of  these 
103  persons  fifty-eight  were  mothers, 
twenty-seven  working  as  janltresses, 
in  many  cases  in  the  tenements  in 
which    they   live.  ,      , 

Hard  times  often  mean  a  good  deal 
to  the  man  vvltli  a  respectable  Income. 
But  the  burden  comes  hardest  on  these 
families  already  pretty  chise  to  the 
border  line.  Of  the  198  ManhattqLU 
families  who  had  been  here  a  year  or 
more  in  tlie  same  tenainent,  102  report- 
ed an  increase  of  rent  from  50  cents 
to  $.^  a  month  since  1905.  One  family 
on  Essex  street  has  been  in  It-;  pres- 
ent tenement  for  ten  years.  1 1  now 
pavs  $23  a  month  for  four  rooms,  with 
t(,riet  in  apartment.  Twy  years  before 
the    rent    was    $18.  ^      , 

Twentv-seven  per  rent  of  all  expen- 
ditures Is  paid  for  rent,  on  the  average, 
bv  tlie  eight  families  with  Incomes  be- 
tween $'I<I0  and  $.>00,  and  2C  per  cent 
by  the  seventeen  famllliis  wltli  Incomes 
between  $500  and  $600.  The  sixty- 
three  families  with  JnVomea  between 
$900  and  $1,000  average  only  19  per 
cent  although  paying  $171  on  aft  ave- 
rage as  compared  with  $124,  the  ave- 
rage rent  of  families  In  the  $400  In- 
come   group. 

Many  I'ad  conditions  of  crowding 
were  found  t»v  the  visiters.  It  appear* 
from  the  final  sunmiary  that  out  of 
115  .Maidiattan  families  with  incomes 
between  $600  and  $Suo,  71  per  cent  have 
no  more  than  three  rooms;  of  the  flfty- 
elght  families  in  the  |»00  group.  48 
per  cent  have  not  more  fhan  three 
rooms,  and  of  the  seventy  families  with 
incomes  between  $900  a,nd  $1,100,  39 
per  cenl  live  In  three  rooms  or  less. 
Tke  Outlay  fur  Food. 
Nearly  half  of  the  total  outlay  of 
tlie  391  families  Is  food.  Two  hundred 
and  ninety  dollars  and  10  cents  a  year 
Is  the  average  amoimt  spent  for  the 
$600  families  and  $451.46  for  the  $1,100 
groups. 

The  sum  of  $100  was  fixed  as  a 
minimum  for  a  family's  chtthing — a 
famllv  of  father,  mother  and  four  chil- 
dren—$100:  Of  the  318  families  with 
Incomes  between  $600  and  $1,100.  126, 
or  40  per  cent,  report  less  than  the 
staled  atnount  for  clothing.  By  in- 
comes. .">7  per  cent  of  the  families  with 
ineomes  of  between  $600  and  $800  are 
underclad.  32  per  cent  of  those  with 
incomes  of  $800  to  $900.  and  18  per 
cent  tif  those  with  Incomes  between 
$900  and  $1,100.  Of  those  with  In- 
eomes below  $600,  three-quarters  were 
found  under-clolhed.  while  only  one 
In  two  of  the  families  with  over 
$1  100  to  spend  falls  in  this  category, 
boctors'  bills  are  so  Intermittent  In 
the  history  of  any  family  that  It  Is  not 
noMstble  to  treat  them  like  the  regu- 
lulv  recurring  expenditure  for  food 
and"  rent.  The  average  expenditure 
for  health  ranges  from  $13.78  for  the 
families  with  Incomes  between  $600 
and  $7'>0.  to  $23.30  for  families  with 
incomes  between  $900  and  $1,100.  It 
falls  to  $14.80  In  the  $1,000  group,  and 
rises  on  aecount  of  a  few  cases  where 
the  amount  Is  very  high,  to  $40.18  for 
the  $1  100  families.  Tba  percentage  of 
total  "expenditure  that  Is  devoted  to 
this  purpose  likewise  fluctuates.  It  is 
"in'  the  $600  group,  1.9  in  the  $700 
group.  2.7  and  2.6  In  th«  next  two  In- 
come groups,  but  falls  to  l.B  In  the 
$1  00a  families.  .  '  ^  ^^     ,,    x.-,,. 

Tie  report  indicates  that  the  liability 
to  disease  does  not  vary  Kreatly  In  the 
different  salary  group.s  nor  in  differeiit 
nationalities.  The  resources  available 
for  eombatlng  disease  are  much  more 
limited  however,  among  families  with 
onlv  $700  or  $800  to  live  on.  These 
faniilles  are  accordingly  thrown  upori 
dispen.saries  and  other  free  medical 
assistance,  or  else  tl?efr  members  are 
left  <'lr-k  without  adequate  medical  aid. 
If  the  family  undertakes  to  make  bet- 


ter  provision  at  Its  own  expense,  the 
result  Is  a  lowering  of  the  standard 
of  living  at  some  other  point,  and  an 
income  of  less  than  $800  does  not  per- 
mit of  expenditures  sufficient  to  care 
properly  for  the  healtii  of  the  family. 
InduMtrial  Inaurauee. 
Industrial  insurance  is  the  prevail- 
ing t.vpe  among  workingmen.  Weekly 
payments  of  10  to  25  cents  in  most 
cases  are  paid  on  policies  of  $100  for 
adults  and  $50  for  children.  The 
money  received  from  the  companies 
usually  goes  to  pay  funeral  expenses, 
so  it  may  be  more  accurately  described 
as  burial  insurance.  In  exact  figures, 
191, out  of  318  families  with  Incomes 
between  $boO  and  $1,100,  or  60  per  cent, 
pay  for  life  insurance,  and  143.  or  4a 
per  cent,  pay  for  insurance  on  proper- 
ty. Fraternal  organizations  take  the 
place  of  insurance  companies,  to  a 
large  extent.  Kven  among  the  twenty- 
five  poorest  families,  with  Incomes  be- 
low $600.  most  of  them  overcrowded 
and  underfed,  six  report  insurance  on 
persons,  while  the  American  families 
with  but  from  $600  to  $700  to  spend 
contrive  to  pay  $2  5  or  $30  a  year  for 
policies. 

In  spite  of  Imprudence  and  general 
lack  of  foresight  in  many  matters  of 
expenditure,  most  of  the  families  vis- 
ited will  apparently  go  without  home 
comforts  in  order  to  keep  up  their  in- 
surance. And  when  It  comes  to  recrea- 
tion and  amusement.  It  is  surprising 
how  little  Is  spent.  The  average  for 
the  $600  families  is  $3.79;  for  the  $800 
families.  $8.44;  for  the  $1,000  families. 
$14.76  and  if  we  look  at  the  families 
with  incomes  between  $1,100  and  $1,600. 
we  find  an  average  of  only  $22.29. 

Some  families  report  no  expense  for 
recreation.  Here  are  some  of  the  ex- 
tracts from  the  visitors"  reports: 
"Never  go  anv  place  at  all  except  to 
the  woman's  parents,  who  live  across 
tlie  way."  "The  onlv  recreation  is  the 
display  of  their  furniture."  "In  the 
evening  thev  sit  in  front  of  the  house. 
Twelve  of  these  thirty-two  families 
report  the  use  of  parks  or  some  other 
form  of  recreation  involving  no  ex- 
pense but  in  twenty  cases  no  mention 
Is  made  of  any  form  of  recreation. 
Tobacco  is  so  generally  used  that  the 
tabulators  have  included  it  as  an  es- 
tablished pan  of  expenditures.  Nine 
dollars  and  forty  cents  Is  the  averag" 
cost  of  smoking  for  the  $600  man.  and 
$16.16  for  the  man  earning  $1,000  to 
$1,100.  This  means  about  20  cents  a 
week  in  the  first  case  and  something 
under  30  cents  in  the  latter.  The  drink 
bill  Is  often  hidden  away  under  "spend- 
ing money,"  but  from  returns  received 
$18.06  is  the  average  expedilure  for 
$600  to  $900  families,  $24.6.S  for  the  $S0O 
to  $899  families,  and  $39.63  for  the 
$1,100   to  $1,199   families. 

Savings  are  reported  by  la  per  cent 
of  the  $600  families,  20  per  cent  of 
the  $700  families.  3S  per  cent  of  those 
with  incomes  between  $800  and  JJOO. 
23  per  cent  of  those  in  the  $900  group, 
and  45  ner  cenl  of  the  $1,000  families. 
\nd  now  the  problem  again.  Can  a 
New  Tork  working  man  support  his 
wife  and  four  children  on  $800  a  year. 
The  report  states  that  a  normal  stand- 
ard of  living  cannot  be  maintained  on 
this  amount.  Il  even  says  that  $900, 
while  sufficient  to  maintain  a  physical 
standard,  to  keep  body  and  .soul  to- 
gether, to  supplv  a  decent  amount  of 
clothing,  and  to  provide  a  roof  ovei- 
head.  will  not  go  much  furtiier.  io 
quote  from  the  report's  conclusions:  It 
may  be  said  that  the  failure  to  main- 
tain a  normal  .«!tandurd  may  be  due  to 
causes  quite  outside  of  the  capacity  of 
the  Individual  breadwinner,  or  of  the 
economic  forces  that  determine  the 
rate  of  wages.  Two  of  these  outside 
considerations  are  the  presence  of  too 
many  mouths  to  be  fed  and  the  inabil- 
ity to  make  a  wise  use  of  the  money 
earned.  Over-population  on  the  one 
hand  Improvidence,  extravagance  and 
vice  on  the  other,  are  alleged  to  ex- 
plain why  so  many  families  make  so 
poor  a  showing  on  $600  or  $700  a  year 
•  •  •  The  results  of  the  investiga- 
tion Indicate  that,  while  the  personal 
factor  does  operate  in  the  case  of  every- 
family,  both  as  regards  the  babits  of 
the  father  and  the  managing  ability  of 
the  mother,  the  limits  within  which  it 
may  affect  the  actual  sum  total  ol  ma- 
terial comforts  that  make  up  the  living 
of  the  family  are  set  by  social  forces. 
These  social  forces  find  expression,  on 
the  one  side.  In  the  Income  which  the 
family  receives  ♦  *  '  that  Is,  in 
the  rat«  of  wages  received  by  the 
father  and  others  who  are  at  work:  on 
the  other  si<le.  they  are  expressed  In 
the  prices  that  have  to  be  paid  to  get 
housing,  food,  and  the  other  means  ol 
subsistence.  The  actual  standard  that 
prevails  is  set  primarily,  therefore,  by 
the  wages  paid  and  the  prices  charged. 

The  report  has  just  been  issued  by 
the  Russell  t^age  Foundation,  as  part 
of  its  work  with  the  $10,000,000  endow- 
ment given  by  Mrs.  Sage.  It  wa.s  com- 
piled bv  Robert  C  Chapin,  professor 
of    political    econoniv    in    Reloit    college.

Washington.  April  7.— Tlie  barley 
scliedule  of  the  Payne  tariff  bill  again 
was  threshed  out  in  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives toda.v.  The  pending 
amendments  were  by  Mr.  Miller  of 
Kansas,  increa.«ing  the  Payne  bill  rate 
fr<mi  15  to  25  cents  a  bushel,  and  by 
Mr.  Alexander  of  New  York  fixing  the  j 
rate  at  10  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

The  ways  and  means  committee  to- 
day agreed  to  several  Important 
amendments    to    the    Payne    tariff    bill. 


The  duty  on  crude  cocoa  was  reduced 
from  4   to  3  cents  a  pound. 

Paragraph  127,  relative  to  toys,  was 
stricken  out  and  a  new  one  Inserted, 
excepting  toys  of  rubber  and  porce- 
lain, which  are  taxed  at  35  per  cent 
ad  valorem,  provided  that  only  those 
articles  sliouhl  be  taxed  as  toys  which 
are  manufactured  as  playthings  for 
cJilldren. 

Paragraph  828  was  changed  so  as  to 
tax  lire  fabrics,  or  fabrics  used  for 
pneumatic  tires,  at  45  per  cent  ad 
valorem.  This  means  to  tax  long 
staple   cotton    used   in    the    fabric- 

The  steel  and  iron  schedules,  steel 
ingots,  blooms  and  slabs  were  reduced 
from  i  cent  to  eight-tenths  of  1  cent, 
and  from  four-tenths  to  three-tenths 
of  1  cent  per  pountl.  The  ad  valorem 
duty  on  tin  and  plate  iron  or  steel  was 
stricken  out.  Some  of  tJiem  were 
made  specific  and  others  were  sllghlly 
reduced.  „.      , 

The  paragraph  of  the  Dingley  law 
providing  a  duty  of  50  per  cent  adval- 
orem  on  silk  bandings,  which  had  been 
consolidated  In  tlie  paragraph  of  the 
Payne  bill,  which  provides  a  duty  of 
60   per  cent  on  laces  was  restored. 

The  drawback  f<ature  of  the  bill 
was  so  amended  as  to  provide  that 
grain  must  be  manufactured  at  tho 
.same  place  where  the  Itnported  grain 
is  milled,  and  within  twelve  months. 
This  provisi<m  is  Intended  to  guard 
against  speculation  in  grain  by  provid- 
ing that  the  grain  Intended  for  draw- 
back purposes  can  only  be  manufac- 
tured subsequent  to  the  Importation 
against  which  it  is  to  be  checked.
